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CHANDLER'S LOSING FIGHT 


4HE SECRETARY TRYING TO 
AVERT DISASTER. 
4X-CONGRESSM4N BRIGGS WITHDRAWS — 
CHANDLER OBSTINATE AND DISGUSTED 
—EX-GOV. HARRIMAN PROSTRATED. 
Coxcorp, N. H., July 18.—Another Sen- 
atorial candidate passed out of sight to-day in 
the person of ex-Congresswan Briggs, who bas 
been the leading anti-caucus representative. 
He had a nice little speech all ready to make, 
but concluded not to say anything which 
might bar his re-entering the fight hereafter. 
Seventeen of his men went to Gen. Stevens, 
nine to Tappan, eight to Chandler, and five to 
Patterson, and the rest scattered. There were 
other slight changes, which did not affect the 
general result. Naval Officer Daniel Hall, of 
the Boston Custom-house, was entered, with 3 
wotes, and ex-Gov. Frederick Smyth bad 
a vote, while Speaker Eastman fell out. The 
defection from him, as well as ex-Gov. Harri- 
man’s disappearance, was caused by Secretary 
Chandler’s strenuous efforts to obtain a solid 
vote from Concord. To obtain it every effort 
was made and all but one member secured. 
He is in the employ of the railroad and has a 
great repugnance to voting for Chandler. 
Being unable to convince him, the railroad 
officials have been informed that unless he 
votes for Chandler the road will be embar- 
rassed in its legislation. Thus far he has not 
surrendered, but he absented himself from the 
joint convention to-day. This isasample of 
the terrorism which is being employed to 
secure Chandler votes, but so far without such 
tangible results asthe politicians expected. 
No one is more surprised than Mr. Chandler 
himself. He acknowledges that the Senatorial 
caucus isno longer a feature in New-Hamp- 
shire politics, and finds that the power of the 
federal Administration will not suffice to 
crowd an obnoxious candidate upon the Legis- 
lature. To hear his strikers talk, it would be 
imagined that Mr. Arthur and all the Cabinet 
down to the lowest clerk are demanding 
Chandler's election «nd reze:iinc his defeat 
as an affront to th=m ail -in tbe joint conven- 
tion this noon, ony one vote was taken, result-

Ex-Senator Patterson’s manager's decided to 
defer voting for him a little and his votes were 
not cast by them. Congressman Ray’s friends 


also thought best not to bring his name for- 
ward to-day. It is announced that Secretary 
Chandler is willing to withdraw, providing 
Messrs. Marston, Tappan, and Stevens will 
join bim. Whenthey were approached each 
refused, on the ground that Mr. Chandler had 
cone in without consultation with them and 
he could retire the same way. This reply calls 
forth the authorized statement that so long as 
they persist in being candidates he will stick. 
The opponents of Gen. Stevens think that af- 
ter the handsome vote he received to-day, he 
ought te follow Brigzs’s example, but he says 
thet ao such intention bas entered bis head. 

The feeling that there may fail to be an elec- 
tion is growing, though 1t is bard to tell why. 
ut the end does not seem so near asit did a 
week azo, Mr. Roilins’s windrawal was 
known to be coiffing. The Chandler candi- 
dacy is productive of ugliness, which Rollins’s 
never engendered, and tie lines are growing 
more antagonistic. If no attempt at an ar- 
rangement succeeds Chandler will withdraw, 
Roilins will resume his place as the caucus can- 
didate, and as such will be commissioned to 
fill the vacancy for the next two years, 
As the Rev. Dr. Quint, Chairman of 
the caucus, said to-night, ‘We are 
not going to be content much longer to 
be driven by the bolt rs. They are not to be 
allowed to dictate what we shail do. They 
opposed Rollins, and we withdrew him. Now 
they bit Chandler, and so they will act with 
eny man we bring forward. Perhaps we 
might have united on Marston, but it is grow- 
ing more remote, and I for one should not be 
— if we adjourned without an elec- 

ion. 

Secretary Chandler seems to have forgotten 
all about bis new crusers, bis new uniforms 
for naval officers, and the snug retreats of the 
Navy Department. Twenty hours each day 
are spent by him in finding out some way 
which will enabie him to save his colurs from 
the fight into which he so foolishly cast him- 
self. Todo it it looks as if he would have to 
be responsible for a hopeless breach in the 
party and a possible loss of the State next year. 

One of the saddest incidents in connection 
with the election is the prostration of ex-Gov. 
Harriman. He has been under medical treat- 
ment for heart compiaint for some time. A 
week ago he dismissed his physician in the be- 
lief that be was cured. The ether day he was 
entered in the Senatorial race. He was in bigh 
spirits, but yesterday his men were reluctantly 
driven into the Chandler fola. It preyed upon 
his mind, and last night be was attacked with 
an apoplectic shock. He is in a serious situa- 
tion and when he recovers will be a physical 
wreck. He was a Universalist minister before 
the war, a Cojonel in the army, Governor from 
1867 to 1564, and Nava! Officer at Boston during 
Grant’s last Administration. So far this Sen- 
atorial election has not been productive of 
much good-will or of happy hearts. 

Assistant Quartermaster-General Buchelder 
writes from Washington indignantly denying 
that he caused Gen. Sumner’s order to be pub- 
jisbed by which Mr. Briggs was discharged 
from the army. Mr. Briggs accused him of 
it. The impression zatns that Mr. Chandler 
could teil more about it than he has yet done.

THE SCOURGH OF YELLOW FEVER. 


——_—»-—---— 
ARRIVAL OF ANOTHER INFECTED VESSEL AT 
NEW-ORLEANS—HOT WEATHER. 

New-Orveans, July 18.—Information was 
received to-day of the arrival at Quarantine last 
night of the steam-ship Buteshire, from Vera Cruz, 
where she bad six cases of yellow fever. two of 
which were fatal. She has had seven eases since, 
and one of the men died on Monday evening 
at sea. Three of the sick were removed 
by the Quarantine surgeon to the hospital on 
shore, and one of them has since died. The others 
are doing well. The steam-ship Merchant arrived 
day before yesterday from Vera Cruz, having lost 


one of her crew at sea from yellow fever. Every- 
boay had been well on board since. The instruo- 
tions of the President of the Board of Health to 

uarantine surgeons are to isolate, disinfect, and 
umigate the Buteshire and Merchant, to execute 
all regulations of the Board of Health, aad to bold 
these vessels subject to the orders of the board. 
The arrival of these infected ships was at once tel- 
egraphed to Washington. 

On July 15 there were 11 persons of the crews of 
the several vessels in Quarantine sick with yellow 
fever. On that date the mate of the Norwegian 
bark Gould Bringa died with the disease. The 
next day 2 more cases developed, and yester- 
day there were 14 cases in quarantine. 
Of these several are convalescent, and the 
information is that Dr. Fitzhugh Finney, Surgcon 
of the Marine Hospital Service in charge there. 1s 
treating the sick with much success. In this city 
to-day the thermometer for afew hours stood at 
93°, by 7° the hottest day since June 22, 1881. Only 
twice in 1882 did it reach 92°.

FAVORING A CUBAN REVOLUTION.

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING IN PHILADELPHIA 
—MONEY TO BE RAISED. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—About 35 Cubans, 
including a half-dozen negroes, met at No. 317 
South Fifth-street to-night to encourage another 
revolution in Cuba. Nearly all were fine, bright- 
looking men, under middie age. The method of 
procedure iaid out is the formation of a polit- 
ical club whose chief work will be to raise 


money for the ajd of tneir brethren, and to 
encourage an uprising of Cubans against the Span- 
ish Government by every means not in violation 
of United States laws. An organization was per- 
fected by the election of the following officers: 
President—Dr. P. Burgos; Vice-President—Fran- 
cisco Dominguez; Treasurer—Saturnino Domin- 
quez; Boral (an officer who will fill any 
office that happens to be temporarily vacant) 
—S. Nisperusa, The proceedings were entirely in 
Spanith. Senor Dominquez made a speech, in 
which he said: “We must organize at once and 
give our moraland material support to the patriots 
who are struggling against the tyranny of the 
Spanish authority in Cuba. Fellow-citizens, we 
must imitate our enemies in their unity, we 
must be united as tney are united, forget- 
ting our past misunderstandings, and the victory 
shall be ours,’’ Several other speeches were made, 
among them one by Commander Braulio Penas, 
who entered the Cuban Army in 1868, when 13 
years old, and served until 1880, when he compro- 
mised with the Spanish Government and came to 
the United States. He is described bya fellow- 
patriot ‘‘as the terror of Guardia Civil en lagua/a 
grande.’ Tbe proclamation sent from New-York 
afew days ago, signed “ Gen. Ramon Leocadia 
Jonachea, Chief of the Vanguard,”’ was read and

EX-STATE TREASURER POLE. 


TESTIMONY AT THE TRIAL YESDERDAY—AN 

z ANGRY JUDGE, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 18.—The trial of 
ex-State Treasurer Polk was resumed this morn- 
ing. Capt. James C. Fleming being recalled tes- 
tified that Polk often had large individual assets 
in the Treasury and enough to make his accounts 
with the State good. He did not know whether 


Polk’s speculations were made with his own 
or the State’s money. The Hon. W. A. Milliken 
testified that the amount in the Treasury at the 
time the Legislative Committee investigated Polk’s 
accounts was $400,000. The committee afterward 
ascertained that there was a credit to Polk at 
Knoxville of $21,000 and smaller amounts at other 
places. thus reducing the actual amount to $374,- 
000. The witness also testified as to the United 
States bonds which Polk is eharged with kaving 
fraudulently appropriated. 

At the afternoon session of the court no impor- 
tant testimony was taken. The Zvening Banner's 
editorial comments on the trial excited Judge Al- 
len, who announced that no representative of that 
paper would be permitted to enter the court-room 
during the trial. The action of Judge Allen is uni- 
versally condemned. as there were no grounds for 
the issuance of such an order. The Banner will send 
reporters to the court-room to-morrow and test 
his right to exclude representatives of the press. 

The trial of Rolando Swain, on the charge of 
stealing Polk’s ledger, was postponed until to- 
morrcw morning. He had a long consultation with 
his attorneys this afternoon, and the trial promises 
to be very interesting. 


THE DEATH OF JOHANNA BARRY. 
Raagway, N. J., July 18.—Coroner Cladek, 
of this city, yesterday summoned a jury to investi- 
gate the cireumstances of the death of Johanna 


Barry, whose body was found lying on the track of 
the Pennsvivania Rallroad 500 yards east of the 
Scott-avenue crossing at Rahway at 3 o'clock 
Sunday morning. There was a fracture of the 
base of the skull, extending from the left ear to 
the top of the head, but no evidence of how the 
wound was inflicted and no appearance of the 
woman having been etruck bya train. The jury 
was impaneled and the inquest was adjourned 
until Tuesday. The dead girl came from New- 
York to Elizabeth four weeks ago, and was a 
servant in theemploy of Mrs. Girard, of No. 645 
Madisoh-avenue, in that City. she went out for a 
walk on Saturday evening, and was seen on the 
street at 9 o'clock. She was then six or seven

THE TALK OF WASHINGTON 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S PROPOSED 
WESTERN TRIP. 
DEMOCRATIC STATEMENTS WHICH ARE UN- 

TRUE—THE EXECUTIVE NOT TO TKAVEL 

AT THE PUBLIC EXPENSE. 

Wasurncton, July 18.—Dispatches an- 
nouncing when President Arthur would leave 
Washington, and stating minutely his plans 
for spending a part of the Summer, have been 
sent out frequently during the last few weeks, 
and some of the statements made have fur- 
nished hostile newspapers with opportunities 
for making urkind and unjust criticisms upon 
the Administration. It was definitely stated, 
only a few days ago, that he would leave to- 
day in the Dispatch for Newport, but to-day 
he was at the White House, attending to his 
official business, and he will be here until Sat- 
urday or Monday. Then he will go to New- 
York, to remain there for three or four days, 
during which time he will get his daughter 
ready for atrip to the country. Returning 
to Washington he will remain here until 
about Aug. 1, when he will start for 
the West. The President’s proposed West- 
ern trip has greatly horrified a number of 
Democratic editors who are jooking for oppor- 
tunities to illustrate the extravagant tenden- 
cies of the Republican Party. It has been 


noised about that telegraph lines were to be 
set up for the President's convenience at Gov- 
ernment expense, and that vast numbers of 
horses were to be specially provided to carry 
the President and Gen. Sheridan through the 
Yellowstone country on a holiday jaunt. The 
fact is, thnt the Yellowstone trip which the 
President is to make will not cost the Govern- 
ment a cent on the President's account. 

Gen. Sheridan last August made a trip 
through this country, taking with him a party 
of officers, including several scientific observ- 
ers, and, as his guests, Gen. Anson Stager, 
Gen. William E. Strong, Mr. John McCul- 
lough, Mr. W. R. Bishop, and Mr. C. D. 
Rhodes, of Chicago. The party went by way 
of the Union Pacific oad wagons to Fort 
Washakie, and thence on horseback northerly 
through the Yellowstone country and park to 
and through the Grand Canon, when they 
turned toward the north-east and made their 
way to Billings, ou the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad. The trip occupied about a 
month, and was reported to Congress with 
a map illustrating the route, and with 
an interesting and important accowat of the 
observations of the botanist of the party. 
The chart printed in the report showed the 
route in red, and another route indicated by a 
blue line, which Gen. Sheridan had marked 
out to follow this Summer in making the 
tour of observation expected of him as an 
officer of the army. ‘This line runs to the 
west of that followed last year, but, in- 
stead of turning to the eastward at the Grand 
Cafion, it continues to the north along the Yel- 
lowstone River, striking the Northern Pacific 
at benton’s Landing. All of Gen. Sheridan’s 
reparations for the journey had been made 
before he invited the President to join the 
party, and no extra horses or couriers or pro- 
visions have been calied tor. Gen. Sheridan 
says that all the horses used will be Govern- 
ment horses, and that if not employed in this 
way they would be fed at some post of the 
army on forage that would have to be bought, 
and he estimates that the saving in forage, 
which can be found in abundance on the route, 
will be equal to the entire cost of the trip. 
When the President was invited, ho was ac- 
corded ee of inviting one friend, and 
he extended his invitation to Surrogate Rol- 
lins, of New-York. 

As for the suggestions about the President’s 
delight at having an opportunity for the first 
time to lead an out-door and wild camp life, 
they must have been written by some one not 
familiar with the fact that he has been accus- 
tomed for years to donning the huntsman’s 
garb and spending weeks at a time in the wild 
regions between Maine and Labrador. The 
much talked of Newport trip was probably 
arranged by some one who desired to have the 
President at that fashionable watering-place 
early in the season. He will not go there be- 
fore he goes West, and if he goes at all it will 
be in September, and he will then probably 
remain there for a very short time.

THE STAR ROUTE SUITS. 
KELLOGG’S DILATORY MOTIONS—THE NEG- 
LECT OF THE CIVIL CASES, 

Wasuinoron, July 18.—The Hon. Rich- 
ard T. Merrick to-day spoke for the Attorney- 
General, when he represented that officer in 
urging the earliest possible disposition of the 
case against William Pitt Kellogg. He is 
ready and anxious to go on to-morrow to 
argue against the motion to quash the indict- 
ment. It is the belief of the defendant and 
his counsel that the argument will be 
put off until Monday in consequence of the 
illness of Judge Shellabarger. While public 
attention is being engaged with this criminal 
suit as a sort of side issue, it is not probable 
that the importance of looking out for the 
civil suits will be forgotten.. Mr. George Bliss 
is understood to have charge of these suits 
for the Post Office Department. No 


one at the Department of Justice 
can tell anything about them. A gentleman 
of prominence before the Bar of the District, 
who is familiar with the star route cases, said 
to-day that he thought the civil suits ought to 
be pushed immediately. While there is no bar 
against the Government in civil cases, like the 
statute of limitations, he thought it important 
that the suits should be pressed before the 
witnes es grew too old to remember, or before 
most of them shall be dead. He said thatif he 
were empowered to go on with them, be would 
act to-morrow. The defendants in the civil 
suits are represented as being extremely anx- 
ious that nothing shali be done, and there have 
been suggestions to the effect that they have 
been encouraged by the outcome of the Ott- 
man case, to believe that almost anything 
like robbery of the Government can be com- 
promised, if discretion be exercised in select- 
ing the persons to accomplish the settlement. 
The lawyers of the district who are friendly 
to the Democratic cause, and who watch such 
matters to find capital in them, are represent- 
ed as noting what they are pleased to call the 
evasiveness of the Department of Justice, and 
as promising that the Democratic House will 
find out next Winter why the rich contractors 
were passed by while small criminal) cuses were 
being tried. 

It is reported to-night that one of the coun- 
sel of the star route men on the last trial is 
rmoaking a fuss because the Government bas 
uot pushed to trial the indictments for perjury 
against John R, Miner and John W. Dorsey. 
The indictment against Miner is that based 
upon alleged false swearing as to the number of 
men and animals required on the St, Charles 
and Green Horn route; that against John W. 
Dorsey is in regard to alleged faise swearing 
as to the Trinidad route. Mr. Carpenter, the 
counsel referred to, is said to have declured 
that he will soon move to nolle prosequi the 
indictment. The Government may decide to 
go on and try the cases if the motion is made 
and not sustained.

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KILLING HERSELF AT LAST. 


AN UNFORTUNATE GIRL IN PHILADELPHIA 
CUTS HER OWN THROAT, 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—Early in April 
the story of an attemptat suicide by Sophia Wart- 
man, a young girl who had been betrayed under 
promise of marriage by John Hitchcock, Jr., a car- 
riage-builder, was told in Tux T:mes’s dispatches. 
The unbappy girl sueceeded in killing herself this 


morning by cutting her throat with her uncle’s 
razor., Early in the Spring, when she could no 
longer hide the fact that she had fallen, under 
strong persuasion by her friends she unwillingly 
confessed that Hitchcock was her betrayer. She 
had lived four yeurs in the family of Hitch- 
cock's father, by whom she was treated as 
adaughbter. Her family threatened to take the 
matter into court, but the girl pleaded for her 
lover and said she would rather die than see him 
punished or have her shame exposed. She became 
sick and despondent, and at her sister’s house, on 
April 10, shot herself inthe head witha pistol. 
The bali lodged in her cheek. She was takento 
the Pennsylvania Hospital where the ball was re- 
moved with difficulty. After lying in bed atthe 
infirmary four weeks, Sophia was finally dis- 
charged. She did not care to return to the home 
where she had attempted to end her life, and as an 
old wealthy uncle, living on Vernon-street, refused 
to have anything to do with her, she went to her 
grandpareuts' to reside. 

After her discharge from the hospital Miss Wart- 
man suffered from severe pains in the head, and 
was frequently heard to say that she was sorry she 
had not died. Some time ago the girl had all of 
ber hair closely cut from her head, thinking it 
might afford her relief. It did not have the de- 
sired effect, and she continued to suffer from the 
pains in her head. Last nigbt her grandmother 
was awakened by hearing her granddaughter 
screaming, aud, on going into her room, the girl 
cried: “Oh, my God! grandma, I can’t stand this 
any longer; these pains will kill me.” The grand- 
mother guieted her, and in a short time the 
girl fell asleep. This morning when she arose 
shezappeared to be In better spirits than she had 
been for some days. A \ittle before 10 o’clock her 
uncle, George Jeffries, went into his room to shave 
himself: after strapping his razor, he was called 
down stairs to see a gentleman who had called to 
consult him ou some business. Mr. Jeffries. about 
10 minutes Jater, went back to his room and dis- 
covered that his razor was missing. He was er- 
tain that he had placed it on his bureau when 
called down stairs, and was unable to account for 
its disappearance. He cajled to his mother and 
asked her if she had taken his razor. She replied 
that she had not,ana added: “Perhaps Sophia 
can tell you something about it.” 

Mr. Jeffries called the giri's name several times, 
and as she did not respond he went up stairs to her 
room, where an awfulsignt met his gaze. Lying 
on the bed was his niece dead, with a large gash in 
her throat, and by her right side was his razor. cov- 
ered with a thick coating of blood. The young 
woman had evidently sat on the end of the bed 
and had drawn the razor acrosa her neck with her 
right hand. The blood spurted from the wound 
with great force, and fell on the window curtains 
and walls. The bed clothing was saturated with 
biood, which flowed from the wound and then 
trickled down the side of the bed to the floor, 
where it formed a large pool. 


THE TRIAL OF COL. ILGES, 


MAJOR MAGINNIS TO BE A WITNESS—EVI- 
DENCE OF ALBERT SCHEFFER. 

Sr. Paut, July 18.—The members of the 
Ilges court-martial assembled at 11 o’clock this 
morning, as per adjournment, all being present. 
After roll-call the testimony and proceedings of 
yesterday were read by the Judge-Advocate, who 
then read to the court ar application from Lient.- 
Col. Guido Ilges, asking that Major Martin Magin- 
nis, of Montana, be summoned as a witness for the 
defense. The Judge-Advocate also read a section 
of martial law pertaining to the summoningof wit- 


nesses, efter which the accused wae called upor to 
state to the court what he expected to prove by 
the testimony of the desired witness. In reply 
Col, Ilges stated that to make such a statement 
would be to disclose his defense. He wou!d not 
object to giving it under the condition that itshould 
not be used against him by the prosecution. The 
court went into secret session to cousider the ad- 
visability of granting the application. Aft ra few 
moments’ consultation the doors were again thrown 
open, and the Judge-Advocate, addressing Col. 
liges, notified him that his request would be 
granted. A recess of 10 minutes was tnen taken to 
give a opportunity to summon Mr. Maginnis ly 
telegraph. The proseeution expects to conclude 
the introduction of evidence for the United States 
this afternoon, as it will take three days for Major 
Maginnis to reach St. Paul. An adjournment will 
doubtiess be necessary. 

Major A. E. Bates, United States Army Parmas- 
ter, stationed at Washington, was the first witness 
called by the prosecution this morning. He testl- 
fied concerning the payment of Col. Ilges's pay 
account of Augast, 1832, having received it from 
the bankers, J. H. Squier & Co., on the 31st of that 
month. He paid it about that date. The 
next witness was Albert Scheffer, of the St. 
Paul banking firm of Smith & Scheffer. 
Mr. Scheffer «as a member of the late banking 
firm of Dawson, Smith & Scheffer. He stated that 
enor about June 29, 1882, Col. Iiges was indebted 
to the firm for $833 33, the amount of one month's 
pay, and that the firm held Col. Liges’s June pay 
accounts, which he had deposited with them. On 
the day mentioned the June amount was with- 
drawn from deposit and the August amount sub- 
stituted for it by Col. Ilgesand placed to his credit 
atthetime. A check for $20 was received from 
Col. ges on Aug. 11. The Colonel waa further in- 
debted to the firm for $475, money advanced on a 
note paid upon checks, and there was also an 
overdraft of $150. The November and December 
pay accounts had been left as collateral, and when 
the note became due all the pay accounts—Aucust, 
November, and Decembher—were discounted. After 
paying all of the discounts there was a bal- 
ance of $37 68 to Col. Ilges’s credit. When witness 
afterward sent the pay accounts to Major Smith, 
Paymaster at St. Paul, to be cashed, they were re- 
turned with the statement that the pay had been 
drawn over. 

When cross-examined by the accused Mr. Schef- 
fer stated that his relations with the former had 
always been of a pleasant. social character. Col. 
I}ges’s personal note would have been regarded 
good if the Colonel had beeninthe city where he 
could be easily reacbed, instead of in Washington. 
The transactions of the Colone! were all through 
witness personally. On the redirect examination 
the details of the transactions were brought out, 
and an account exhibited showing business of Col. 
liges with the bank amounting to $2,300. 


PENAL OS OSS 
THE OIL MARKET DEPRESSED. 
PITTSBURG, July 18,—To-day was one of 
anxiety and depression in the oil market, with a 
marked decline invalues. The dollar market was 
left behind by nearly 3 cents, and the whole trade, 
between exhausted margins, lack of confidence, 


and the impending strike of the telegraph opera- 
tora, wasin a sadly demoralized condition. The 
bears reigned on every hand, and spoke confident- 
ly of ninety-cent and ninety-five-cent oil. The 
shrinkage since yesterday morning at one time was 
6 cents a barrel. The opening sales were at $1 01. 
Then came heavy dumping by timid nolders, and 
as the market touched the dollar line there was a 
general scramble to sell. Margins were wiped out, 
and brokers dashed out big lots of ofl at every 
point in the bullring. Brokers during the fore- 
noon did not seem certain that the hour of noon 
would not find ‘all communication cut off, anda 
hopeless blank settled on every Exchange as the 
hour of noon drew near. This feeling had a very 
perceptible effect upon the market, end prices sank 
to 97% cents. When it became evident that there 
was to be no telegraphers’ strike to-day a reaction 
set in, and the closing sales were made at $1. The 
transactions during the dav were large. One firm 
alone bought and soid 1,400,000 barrels.

DEATH OF A GOVERNMENT CLAIMANT. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 18,—William Andrew 
Baillie, whose claim against the Government for 
$100,000 for goods lost during the war brought him 
prominently before the public, died this morning 


at his residence in Philadelpaia. His death was 
due to asthma, from which he had long been a suf- 
ferer. Mr. Baillle was born in London in March, 
1819. He came to this country at an early age, and 
was married in Philadelphia. In 1861, Capt. Baillie, 
with his wife, went to Japan, where they resided 
three years. Ip July, 1864, he shipped 44 packages 
of personal effects, mainly rare Japanese goods, 
from London to New-York, on the steam-ship 
Adriatic. On the voyage over, the rebel cruiser 
Tallahassee captured the Adriatic and burned her 
to the water's edge with all ber cargo, including 
the rare and costly property of Capt. Baillie. He 
filed his claim for these goods, including shipping 
expenses and interest, with the Alabama Commis- 
sion, and had twice given testimopy before Com- 
missioner Nickerson in substantiation of his claim.

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HANLAN WINS THE VICTORY 


ROSS VERY BADLY BEATEN IN 
THE FOUR-MILE RACE. 
HANLAN MAKING THE DISTANCE IN 27:574, 
THE FASTEST TIME @®N RECORD, AND 
CLAIMING HE COULD HAVE DONE BETTER 

OepEnsBure, N. Y., July 18.—The race 
between Harlan and Ross to-day deteriorated 
into @ procession of the most exasperating 
sort, Hanlan winning at his ease bya full 
quarter of a mile in the quickest time on 
record. Yesterday’s wind-storm continued to 
blow with only sligktly abated fury this 
morning and the sky was heavily hung with 
dark, threatening clouds. The expected 
multitudes arrived by railroad, boat, 
and vehicie from all directions, and 
the streets were so thronged as to 
make locomotion difficult. The thrifty 
inhabitants improvised restaurants and dormi- 
tories in every unoccupied store and loft, and 
did a rushing business at comparatively cheap 
prices. The hotels were overrun. Their regu- 
lar schedule of rates was removed from the 
bedroom doors and doubie and triple prices 
were asked for the most ordinary accommo- 
dations. In one case that came to my knowl- 
edge, in a two-dollars-a-day hotel, $12 was 
asked for a single night’s lodging without 
meals. All sorts of shows and devices for coax- 
ing the superfluous quarters of the country- 
men made their appearance in vacant lots and 
street corners. In the corridor of one 
of the leading hotels two sweat-boards were 
planted; and both appeared to attract plenty 
of customers. English and American flags 
were flung to the breeze everywhere, bands 
paraded the streets, and in all other respects 
the pretty town worea holiday aspect, greater, 
perhaps, than on any previous occasion in its 
quiet historv. About 11 o'clock the breeze 
gave signs of subsiding, and the water grew 
gradually less agitated until 3 o’clock, when 
the direction of the wind veered from the 
south-east to the south-west, and gathered new 
force, elevating the hopes and increasing the 
the rapacity of the hotel men and renewing 
the anxiety of the visiting crowds. Time 
passed without any change in the aspect of 
affairs, and at 6 o’clock the chances were one 
hundred to one that a postponement would be 
necessary. 

Meantime the arrangements for the race 
have been steadily going on, Ross flatly re- 
fused to accede to Hanlan’s request to displace 
Courtney as his principal judge. The other 
judges not previously named were selected as 
follows: At the finisb, R. Sutherland by Han- 
lan, Ed Ross by Ross, and Col. Metcalf by the 
referee; at the turn, T. R. Melville by Han- 
lan, J. W. Firth by Ross, and William H. 
Murpby by the referee. The time-keepers were 
A.S. McVey and T. W. Mack. There was com- 
paratively little betting, the odds having fallen 
this morning to one hundred to twenty in fa- 
vor of Hanlan. A short time before the race 
they rose to one hundred to twenty-five, but 
few persons were willing to give or take at 
those figures. During the afternoon the 
referee’s boat, the Lancet, a part of which was 
given up to the use of the press, steamed 
around and around the course in what seemed, 


elmost to the last, to be a vain hope of suf- 
ficiently smooth water. At length, about 
5:30 o’clock, the sky cleared, except. for 
a bank of Jeaden clouds in the west, 
and the wind went down with surpris- 
ing suddenness. Mr, Eustis, the efticient 
referee, immediately ordered the men into 
their boats, Both had responded 10 minutes 
later. Hanlan was attired in a blue shirt, 
with his initial worked on the breast in white, 
blue drawers, and a red cap. Ross wore a 
white shirt and drawers. Their appearance 
was greeted with a pandemonium of screeches 
from the steam whistles of the long 
line of crowded propellers anchored on 
the outside of the course. The grand stand, 
the bridge across the Oswegatchie, and 
the sloping shores of the American side of the 
river were black with spectators, and innu- 
merable row-boats dotted the water every- 
where. Ross won the toss and chose the out- 
side, where the water was roughest. He said 
subsequently that he was influenced by a fear 
of interference from the manv smail craft 
which intruded on the course near its start. 
A few minutes were spent in forcing these 
back, and at 6:59 0’clock the referee gave the 
word ** Go !” 
Both men took the water at once, but Han- 
lan immediately began to forge ahead. He 
was rowing 382 strokes to the minute to Ross’s 
30. At the half-mile, which he made in 3:15, 
he had a half-length of clear water. Ross 
then put on a spurt and reduced this to half 
a length in all, but he did not last, and Han- 
lan, at the mile, which wag reached in 7:07. 
had regained all his previous advantage. Ross 
says his right wrist gave out at this point. 
Hanlan was now pulling 29 strokes to 
toss’s 28. A little further on the number 
of strokes fell to 28 and 27 respectively. From 
the mile flag Hanlan went steadilyfahead. At 
the mile and half he was three lengths in ad- 
vance. He —— rowing twice during the 
next quarter of a mile, and took a drink from 
a flask which he carried in his boat. Each 
time, of course, Ross decreased the lead slight- 
ly, but the moment Hanlan resumed his oars 
he shot away without seeming effort. It was 
noticeable that Ross’s boat stopped dead still 
every time he slid backward on bis seat, while 
Hanlan’s continued to glide on without inter- 
ruption. MUanlan turned the two mile buoy 
an eighth of a mile ahead. ‘The turn took him 
7 seconds only. while Ross required 24 to 
round it. As Hanlan passed the press boat, just 
before the completion of the two-and-one-half 
miles, he shouted: ‘‘It’s very lonesome out 
here.’”’ After passing the three miles he hit 
his stroke up to 32, and darted home at that 
rate, so farin advance that the majority of 
the spectators supposed the race was between 
Ross and Lee, who had followed the oarsmen 
in his shell, and many persons, seeing the for- 
mer go in ahead of the latter, have returned 
to their homes to-night under the impression 
that Ross won the day. The mile and a half 
was made in 10:58. Hanlan turned the two- 
“miie buoy at 14:121¢ and Ross at 14:51. Han- 
lan made the two and a half miles in 17:54, 
the three miles in 20:29, the three and a half 
miles in 23:38, and the four miles in 27:57%4¢. 
Ross’s time was 28:45. The best previous 
four-mile record was 28:068%{, made 
hy N. F. Davis on Silver Lake, 

but this is not generally accepted 
by oarsmen, who claim that that body of 
water is not two mites across in any direc- 
tion. The next best previous time was made 
by Hanlan himself in a dead heat at Barrie, 
Canada, and was 28:12; the water was lumpy 
and there was a strong tide and some wind 
against the oarsmen on the first balf of the 
course. Hanlan to-night asserts that he ‘ost 
20 seconds by reason of the wash of the police- 
boat, which headed him up the river, and 
maintains that the water was fully a half- 
minute slow. 

After Hanlan had backed to the referees’ 
boat, amid the screeching of steam whistles 
the booming of cannon, and the cheers of the 
multitude, he glanced upward at his old 
enemy and exclaimed: ‘Bring out Court- 
ney here, now, will you?’ Ross 
took his bad beating good-naturedly. 
He said he had no protest to make. He had 
rowed his best and had been fairly whipped. 
A verv large crowd gathered to-night in front 
of the Windsor Hotel and called for the victor, 
As socn as he made his appearance he was en- 
thusiastically cheered. He made a little speech 
from the balcony in which, after thanking the 
people of Ogdensburg for their reception and 
for their kind treatment of him since he had 
been among them, he said he had rowed a 
square, honest race, and had beaten his oppo- 
nent further than he had wanted, or than 
was good for him to do. His friends, 
however, had desired him to row fas- 
ter than usual so as to beat the 
record and be had endeavored to gratify them, 
He could have done it by more than a minute 
had it not bees for the wash of the police boat 
and the rovgtnessof ube water’ Ue expressed 


himself as ready to row any man in the world, 
and declared that ne would always uphold 
America against a]l other countries.

EPITHETS FREELY BANDIED, 
AN EXCITING SCENE BETWEEN HANLAN AND 
COURTNEY IN THE MORNING. 

Ospensnpure, N. Y., July 18.—There 
was an exciting scene when Hanlan and Court- 
ney met in the committee’s head-quarters 
after breakfast this morning. Late last night 
the Prescott Brass Band came across the riter 
and serenaded first Hanlan and then Court- 
ney, who is staying with a friend at the other 
end of the town. Theglatter, in respomse to 
calls for a speech, said: ‘‘ Gentlemen, if this 
serenade is intended for mel thank you, and 
I hope I shall have the pleasure of hearing you 
play again on the eve of a boat-race for the 


championslsip in which I shall 8e a contestant, 
aud I assure you it will be at no very distant 
day.” As soon as thé purport of these re- 
marks was conveyed to Hanlan he sent 
Courtney a defiant message, saying that 
he was anxious to meet him. The 
Union Springs oarsman was early on hand. 
Hanlan entered the room about 9 o’clock and 
promptly proceeded to business by offering to 
make a match for $5,000 on the spot. As 
Courtney hesitated, ke followed this up with a 
wager of $1,000 that the latter would not dare 
to take him up. With growing heat he con- 
tinued: ‘* I will put up $5,000 to $4,000androw 
you on any river, lake, or pond in the world— 
at your own door if you like—win or lose the 
race to-day.” As Courtney still showed no 
disposition to accommodate him, Hanlan rose 
and, advancing angrily toward the American, 
exclaimed: ‘‘ You have a reputation of win- 
ning against everybody by fair means or foul 
—principally by foul means. I give vou warn- 
ing that I will do my best to disqualify you 
from ever entering a boat-race again unless 
you accept my offer, because you have done 
more to injuremy profession and yours by 
dishonest conduct than any man living. You 
are a duffer, and you don’t dare to row.” 

Here Courtney showed signs of being net- 
tled for the first time. ‘‘How much,” he 
asked, ‘did you pay for baving my boat sawed 
at Chautaucua ?” 

‘*Nothing,” retorted Hanlan, 
can’t prove [ paid anything.” 

**Ican come near proving it,’”’ said Court- 
ney. 

**You are askin and almost a thief,” was 
Hanlan’s rejoinder. 

This stirred Courtney up. Springing to his 
fect and drawing a rojl of bank-notes from bis

you row faster there than you ever rowed in 
your life.” 

** What do you call fast ?’ asked Hanlan.

Hanlan. 

**Ned,” exclaimed Courtney, ‘‘you know 
you can’t beat me and nevercould.

**I can beat you,” said Hanlan, “ the best 
day you ever were born. If you don’t think 
so put wp your money. But you haven’t the 
heart to doit. I don’t see how the Americans 
tolerate you.

‘Yes,’ was Courtney’s response, “yo 
would be glad to be rid of me, because you 
know that I’m the only man who can make 
yourow. Why didn’t you row at Toronto?” 

** Because I was not in condition,” said Han- 
lan. ‘I did not drink poisoned tea or saw my 
boat, as you did.” 

** You paid tor both,” retorted Courtney. 

“You're aliar !” angrily shouted Hanlan. 

*You’re no gentleman!’ was Courtney’s 
response. ‘* But you can’t get me to strike 
you, no matter what you say.”’ 

‘** You had better not strike me,” said Han- 
lan. ‘ You would find me the worst man ever 
you tackled, If you say I paid for having 
your boat sawed, I repeat, vou are a liar. 
row my races to win on their merits, which 
you do not, I will row you or any man breath- 
ing, bar none, and Iam ready to put up the 
money now. I willrow you to-morrow if you 
hike.”’ 

**T have no boat here,” said Courtney, ‘‘as 
you know. You know also that lam man 
enough for you in a boat or out of it, I would 
not ask anything: better than to row along- 
side of you to-day if it was possible. I will be 
at Watkins and Saratoga, however, although 
I don’t believe you will be at either place.

Turning away with a gesture of dis- 
gust, Hanlan exclaimed: ‘*You’re afraid, 
that what’s the matter with you; you're a 
duffer. I give vou warning again that Iam 
going to do everything I can to foree you out 
of the profession which you have disgraced by 
your diskonest practices.” He then waiked 
out, leaving Courtney sitting unabashed in a 
corner. 

A good many more epithets were bandied 
than are given here, but they were generally 
repetitions of those reported. The impression 
leftby tbe rencounter is notfavorable to Han- 
lan, and much sympathy is expressed for the 
Union Springs man, who maintained a wonder- 
tul command over himself considering the pro- 
vocation he received. It is argued in his favor 
that he was taken at a disadvantage, being 
without a boat or the means of raising the 
large sum mentioned’in Hanlan’s defiance. 
He has, however, placed himself squarely on 
record in regard to the Watkins regatta, and 
on the result there will depend his vindication 
or otherwise,

WESTERN UNION STRATEGY: 


IGNORING : THE CLAIMS OF THR 
TELEGRAPHERS’ BROTHERHOOD. 
A COMMITTEE APPOINTED TO LISTEN TO 
COMPLAINTS FROM ITS OWN EMPLOYES 
—THE COMPANY ALLEGING ITS ABILI- 

TY TO HOLD ITS OWN. 

The controversy between the telegraph com 
panies and their employes, which was expected to 
culminate fn some decisive form yesterday, re- 
ovived a peculiar respite in the action taken dur- 
ing the day by the Executive Committee of the 
Western Union Company. This action was fore- 
shadowed in the dispatch from Gen. Eckert to Col. 
Clowry, of Chicago, which was printed in Tus 
Timzs yesterday. It was in effect a formal ignor- 
ing of the claim of the Telegraphers’ Brotherhood 
to represent the employes of the company, al- 
though a committee of inquiry was chosen to inves: 
tigate whatever grievances might be brought for- 
ward by the employes on theirown account. From 
the few non-committal statements which the com 
mittee of the brotherhood could be induced te 
make last evening, it was evident that the action 
of the company was not satisfactory, and, above 
all, was not considered as tending toward a settle- 
ment of the dispute. It is ex that tne 
brotherhood’s representatives to-day give evi- 
dence of their ctrength and determination to pro 
ceed in the matter. How they will do this they 
were unwilling to state. 

There were abundant signs] yesterday morning 
at the opening of business of a wide-spread 
apprehension. The . 48 hours required to 
elapse . after notice ‘before action should be 
taken expired at 11 o’clock in the morning. 
It was thought, however, inasmuch as it was the 
regular day for the meeting of the Western Union's 
Executive Committee, that a slight delay mighf . 
ensue so that the eompany should be afforded an 
cpportunity to act in regular form. Not much 
hesitancy was expeeted from the Directors of the 


company, because each one of them had had 
abundant time to become conversant with the 
merits of the controversy, and it was presumed 
that some decisive step would be taken at once by 
them. All other telegraph companies were seem- 
ingly left out of the general caleulation, be- 
cause it was admitted thac the action of 
the Western Union would be controlling. The op 
eratora were in a state of expectancy, but went on 
with their work in the usual way. The large op- 
erating-room on the top floor of the Western Union 
Building resounded with the eiick of the numerous 
instruments, but as the hour of noon approached 
much uneasiness began to be manifested by the 
operators. They did not know that arn order to 
strike was coming, but they thought it might 
come. They glanced up at the clock now 
and then, but when the minute hand passed 
the hour there was a general smile. A somewhat 
tall and stout man, dressed in a blue suit, with a 
perfectly round head, partly bald, moved about 
the room, and was an object of much attention. 
He was said to be the principal agitator. He was 
declared to know all about the pians of the Exeeu- 
tive Board of the brotherhood, but was said to be 
close-mouthed and revealed nothing of what he 
knew. When the hand passed 12 Manager Dealy 
said, ** There will no strike to-day.” 

Jay Gould left his office in the building at 19 
o’ciock and went up stairs to the President's room, 
where were assembled all the members of the! 
Executive Committee except Dr. Norvin Green, 
who is in Europe. Those present besides Mr. 
Gould were ex-Gov. Cornell, Gen. Eckert, 
John T. Terry, Russell Sage, John Van 
Horne, Harrison Durkee, Cyrus W. Field. and 
Sidney Dilion. Erastus Wiman and J. W. 
Clendenin, who are Directors, though not mem: 
bers of the Executive Committee, also took in 
the deliberation which ensued. The Directors re- 
mained in secret session for neariv three hours. 
The ection taken by them was formulated in the 
following resolution, which was read by A, R 
Brewer, the Secretary: 

Resolved, That a comitteeconsisting of ex-Gov. Cor- 
neil, J. W. Clendenin, and John T. Terry be appointed 
to Inquire into complaints of inequalities of compen- 
sation or conditions of service of the employes of this 
company, if any, and report to this comnulttee. 

The real mover of the resolution was said to be 
Jay Gould. Mr. Brewer, however, said he had not 
taken the mover’s name in his minutes, and others 
stated that several! of the gentlemen present at the 
meeting had taken part in preparing the resolu- 
tion, though thev did not recall who ft was that 
had offered it. The committeenamed will meet at 
11 A. M. to-day to hear grievances. No instructions 
were given to transmit acopy of the resolution to 
the Executive Committee of the Telegraphers” 
Brotherhood. Mr. Brewer said it applied di- 
rectly to the employes, and they would 
probably be informed of the appointments 
of the committee and its objects. The com- 
mittee would direet the policy of the company in 
the matter for which it was constituted. Its 
recommendations would go before the Executive 
Committee, of which it was a sub-committee, for 
disposition, No other action was taken on the 
question of salary and time. The statement was 
made that there was no division among the mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee in the discussion, 
and there was no inclination to make cencessiona 
or propose 8 compromise to the Executive Board 
of the Brotherhood of Telegraphers. In short, there 
was 00 inclination to recognize the board as rep- 
resenting the employes of the company. One 
of the Directors said the sentiment was unanimous 
in support of the action of Gen. Eckert, the Gen-: 
eral Managerand Acting President, in the recep-: 
tion of the Executive Committee of the brothber- 
hood when the body waited on him to present its 
memoria! on Monday. The letter of Gen. Eckert 
to Col. Clowry was likewise discussed and ap- 
proved. The statement was made by officers that 
a canvass showed that three-fourths of the em- 
ployes could be depended on to remain at their 
posts if a strike was begun, and that the vacant 
plaees ecou'd soon be filled, so that there would 
be little interruption of business. There are 147 
offices in this City, and !t was said that all but 16 
or 15 of these could be closed up, The only effect 
would he to cause slight delay and incontenience 
to patrons. The messenger service, which would 
not be interfered with, wouid be more largely em- 
ployed in the transaction of business. Many ot the 
operators in the sub-offices could be depended on, 
and they could be transferred to the main or more 
important offices. Then there were a great many 
offices at the sea-shore and other places of 
resort and in various places that could be 
closed. The greatest effeet of the strike, 
it was said, would be to concentrate business, buat 
not to stop it. Statements were.made to show, 
that the employes as a rule were paid sufficient 
salaries, and that their hours were not hard. Ap- 
peals from any who thought their treatment un- 
fair would be the means of righting wrongs where 
found to exist. No complaints were presented! 
from employes themselves. The Chairman of the 
committee, ex-Gov. Cornell. couid at any, time call: 
a special meeting of the Exeentive Committee to. 
hear its reports, The regular meetings of the Ex- 
exutive Committee take place on Wednesday of 
each week. 

Mr. Terry said the duties of the committee were 
to ascertain what grievances existed and prepare 
recommendations, At present it knew of none. 
‘hey were vet to be heard. The demand of the 
Executive Board of the brotherhood was looked 
upon as a pressure from the outside to compel the 
company to do what its employes did not ask of it. 
The board did not show whom it represented and 
it could not be recognized. The company could 
not recognize bodies of this kind. If the employes 
presented their petitions or grievances individ-; 
ually, or joined together to do so, the committee 
would listentothem. Mr. Terry did not think a 
strike would be anything like as general as some, 
supposed it would be. 

Mr. Field said, after returning from the meeting,, 
that no doubt a strike would embarass the com- 
pany somewhat, but it could get along. Many ap- 
plications for work were received daily, and the 
company would not be long in filling the places. 
A strike would not compe! the company to accede, 
tothe demands of the Executive Board of the 
brotherheod. It was the desire of the company to 
remedy any wrongs that might exist, and the op- 
portunity was given to every operator to present 
his grievance. - 

The canvass referred to, which was asserted to 
show that three-fourths of tne employes would re- 
main faithful to the company and aot strike, ever 
if ordered to do so by the Executive Committee of 
the brotherhood, was taken ina somewhat recu- 
liar way during the day. Mr. William J. Deailey, 
manager of the operating department at the 
Western Union Buiiding, ordered his 2 chiefs to 
wake itin the morning. This, it was ascertained, 
was done at the request of some of the Directors 
of the company. There were 473 operators at 
work, 160 of them being women and 19 Wheat- 
stone operators. The question waa asked of 
each: “ian case of a strike will you remaio 
at your post of duty throughout the eoming 
year?” Mr. Dealey said 75 per cent. answe 
In the aftirmative. Only two of the Wheatstone 
operators said they wouid go out on strike. He 
showed a number of letters in which the writers 
pledged themselves to stand by the company., 
Many who announced their determination to keep 
at work were known to be members of the brother- 
hood, and this was also true of others who said’ 
they were undecided. , Nearly every wom 
an operator said she would stay with tne 
company. A number of operators, how- 
ever, when spoker to on the subject afterward, 
declared that the canvass proved, if anything, the 
strength of the brotherhood.

The District Assembly is the highest tribunal 
of the Knights in the jurisdiction. Members are 
forbidden to instruct persous in the art unless 
granted permission to do so by the Local Assem- 
bly, and uniess this permiesfon is ratified by the 
Executive Borerd of the District Assembly. If a 
member's position is put in Jeopardy by his refusal 
to instruct a person he is to take the student, but 
| to reportthe facts to nis Local Assembly for action. 
The sections relating to strikes are very carefully 
drawn. A Local Assembly “requiring the assist- 
ance of the DistrictsAsembly to vindicate its rights 
| and privileges under ‘the Constitution” fs required 
| to conform tv certain stipulations. The corre- 
sponding delegate of the Local Assembly is to com- 
| pile and transmit to the District Master Workman 
| a bill of grievance signed by the Master Work- 
man and Reeording Secretary and attested 
by the seal of the Assembly. When an Assem- 
bly desires to make application for authority 
to strike, or is locked out, the yeas and 
nays are to be taken at aregular or special mect- 
ing of the Assembly, and it requires two-thirds of 
the number present to adopt tue moion. The re- 
| sult of the vote is to be returned to the Master 
Workman of the District Assembly by telegraph. 
The bill is to contain a full statement of the 
grievance, the number of members involved, mar- 
ried or single, or single men having others de- 
pendent on them; the total number inthe Local 
Assembly, the number voting on the circular, the 
amount in the treasury, and the amount due the 
Local Assembly subject to order. Vhe District 
Master Workman isto prepare a statement to be

A committee of net less than 
three nor more thaa five shall be appointed to ne- 
gotiate between employer and employe to effect a 
satis’actery result. The Executive Goard of the 
District embly bas power to investigate a 
strike, and, if satisfied that it is lost and the best 
interest of the district demand ic, the finan- 
cial aid can be withdrawn. Provision is 
also made in the constitution with regard 
to ostracized members. If any member in good 
standing in the aistrict is thrown out of employ-

DISAPPOINTMENT IN CHICAGO, 
THE OPERATORS NOT FPLEASED WITH THE 
DELAY—S8TRIKE OF LINE MEN. 

Cuicaco, July 18.—The Chicago telegra- 
phers expected to strike at noon to-day. The fact 
that they did not go out, as anticipated, was clearly 
a disappointment to the rank and file, and the 
construction placed upon the delay by the public 
is not favorable to the operators. When questioned 
as to the situation to-night, a leading telegrapher 


said: “‘We have encouraging news from New- 
York, and our friends can rest assured that the de- 
lay isin our favor.”

COLORED MEN IN CONVENTION.

SOUTH CAROLINA NEGROES DEMANDING PO- 
LITIOAL AND SOCIAL RIGHTS. 

Coromsra, § C., July 18.—The State 
Colored Convention to nominate delegates to 
the National Colored Convention met here to- 
day, 73 delegates being present. H. Z. Shrews- 
bury, of Charleston, acted as President, and 
John Freeman, of Charleston, as Secretary. 
Speeches were made and resolutions offered in 
favor of cutting loose from all political parties, 
but itis not thought that this view will pre- 


vail. Without taking any action the conven- 
tion adjéurned until evening. The proceed- 
ings were quiet and orderly. 

At the session this evening the Committee 
on Penitentiary reported that the Gov- 
ernor said he intended to have the cruelty 
to convicts stopped. The Commuttee on 
Education reported that they were cordially 
received by the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, who heartily sympathized with 
the movement to educate negroes, and 
that he would attend the National 
Colored Convention at Louisville to 
urge that body to recommend Congress to 
passa bill giving national aid to schools, The 
report was warmly applauded, The Commit- 
tee on Adresses and Resolutions submitted an 
address denouncing the National Republican 
Party for its course toward the colored 
race during the .last six years, and 
condemning its action in eonferring ev- 
ery office of honor and trust upon 
the white men to the exclusion of the 
colored race; denouncing the present 
State Government as the most damnable 
to which a free people has ever been 
subjected, and asserting that the right of trial 
by jury was denied to the defendants, and 
that the verdicts of juries and the sentences of 
the courts are determined by the condition 
and color of the persons accused of crime. 
The address also denounces the lynching 
of colored men suspected of offenses 
and complaints; that the public school 
system is inefficient; condemns the system of 
farming of convicts, and calis upon the Le- 
gislature to repeal the law. Aiter a heated 
debate the address was adopted,

One Heaith Officer is supposed to have been ' 
responsible for the introduction both of the cholera 
and yellow fever of 1873, by way of New-Orleans, 
into the United States, and the horrible distress 
and mortality in Shreveport, Memphis, Nashville, 
and scores of other places in the South-west. 
“The quarantine was eonfined to asking each 
Captain of nearly 800 vessels certain questions,” 
among Which the following were the most im- 
portant: Number of erew? Number of Passen- 
gers? Any sickness while out? Any deaths! 
All well now? Have you a pill of health! 
&c. Not only were the passengers and the 
lists of them not examined, but the most earnest 
efforts, aided by letters from the Secretary of 
State, failed to procure a list of the deaths which 
had occurred at sea among neariy 20,000 passen- 


gers and crews, and of course also failed to obtain 
tie least Information about ang sickness. When 
closely questioned by the President of the Board 
et Health of New-Orleans the only answer was: 
‘In no instance has there been chotera in any 
form, as faras I could ascertain, auring the pas- 
Sage of any vessel to this port. In some instances 
I have required a sworn statement from the 
master,”” &c. Cholera had been allowed to 
slip in, and next a yellow fever ship was 
passed without disinfection, and the dis 
ease broke out after the vessel was laid 
at the wharf. Cholera was introdued in New- 
Orleans in the Winter, was of a mild type, and 
spread slowly, so that it was the unqualified orin- 
ion of almost all the physicians of New-Orleans 
that the disease was native in its origin; that it

Prof. Isaac Sharpless, of Haverford College, 
speaking, yesterday, in the observatory of that 
noted educational institution, on the unusually 
large number of spots now noticeable on the 
sun's surface, said: 

“ At the present time the solar surfaceis more 
than usually spotted. There are fully 60 spots, 
jarge and small, to be readily seen and counted in 
a telescope with a power which magnifies 200 
times. Some of these are quite large. The largest 
of them, as the result of a nasty measurement be- 


tween the clouds to-day, gave about 11,000 miles as 
the dismeter of the umbra, and nearly 60,000 
as the diameter of the penumbra. The whole 
diameter of the sun is about 869,000 miles, so that 
it will be seen that this is no inéonsiderable por- 
tion of the surface. Thoy are mostly congregated 
in groups, aud these groups are generally arranged 
in rows parallel to the solar equator. 

* The large spot spoken of above is nearly etrceular 
and the dark portion ts nearly uniformly dark over 
its whole extent. The penumbra seems to be made 
up of radial streamers of alternate light and dark. 
Others are not so simple in arrangement. A band 
of intense brightness, technically called a “ bridge,” 
in ene case stretches across the centre of the um- 
bra. Some of the smaller spots are arranged in 
rows and others show evidence of cyclonic or

TO THE CORKAN CAPITAL 


RECEPTION OF MINISTER FOOTE 
BY THE KING. 
fOURNEY OF THE UNITED STATES ENVOY 
AND HIS PARTY FROM NAGASAKI TO 
SEOUL—SCENES IN A BTRANGE LAND. 
Cxs-wui-Poo, Salée River, West Coast 
of Corea, May 27.—In March last the Com- 
mander-ia-Chief of the United States squad- 
ron in Asiatic waters was directed by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to have one of the vessels 
under his command at Nagasaki for the pur- 
pose of conveying Mr. L. H. Foote, of Cali- 
fornia, recently appointed Envoy Extraordi- 
pary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States to Corea, from Nagasaki to some 
point m the “ Hermit Kingdom” near Seoul, 
its capital, and the Monocacy was detailed to 
perform the service. Mr. Foote, accompanied 
by Mrs. Foote, Mr. Scudder, of San Fran- 
cisco, his secretary; Mr. Jouy,a special at- 
taché employed by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion; Mr. Saito, a Japanese young gentleman 
educated in the United States, and Mr. In-chi- 
ho, a Corean young gentleman, who had 
been prosecuting the study of the English and 
Japanese languages in Japan, the two latter 
gentlemen as interpreters, arrived in Nagasaki 
from Yokohama by the steam-ship Genkai 
Mam on May 6, and emvarked on board the 
Monocacy on the 8th, at 11 A. M. of which 
day she steamed out of the beautiful harbor of 
Nagasaki, bearing to Corea the first accredited 
Plenipotentiary of a Western power to that 
ancient and hitherto mysterious kingdom, the 
last to permit the presence of foreigners 
within its borders. On the evening of May 
13 the Monocacy anchored near Roze Island, 
at the mouth of the Salée River, on the West 
coast of Corea. The British corvette Daring, 
Commander Elliott, Royal Navy, and a small 
Japanese gun-vessel were found here, whose 


commanding officers promptly paid their re- 
rpeets to the Minister. The former conveyed 
the English Consul at Kobe, Mr. Aston, to this 
place for the purpose, it is understood, of 
securing an extension of six months for the 
exchange of treaty ratifications between 
England and Corea. 

Near Roze Island is a small collection of 
mud huts, called py foreigners indifferently 
Chemul-poo, Reuchuan, and Inchuen; but as 
the first is the name by which the Coreans call 
it { presumé it is the correct one. It is the 
nearest point to which vessels of any sizo or 
draft can approach the capital, which, by the 
river, is 60 miles, and across the country 20 to25 
miles, away. The river bas not yet been thor- 
oughly surveyed. With a rise and fall of 20 
feet at Spring tides, a high rate of velocity of 
the current, reaching six to seven knots per 
hour at some of the contracted points, and, for 
much of the distance, a narrow and shallow 
channel, beset with hidden rocks and sand 
spits, it may readily be conceived that its nav- 
igation would be found difficult and danger- 
ous until the channel is marked and buoyed. 
Thirteen miles above Roze Island is the point 
attacked and captured by the late Rear-Ad- 
miral John Rogers, United States Navy, in 
June, 1871, with some of the vessels of the 
squadron under his command. The Monocacy 
was one ef the vessels prominently engaged at 
that time, and is recognized by some of the 
people living in this vicinity. 

On the 15th inst. two officials from the For- 
eign Office called on board to visit the Minister 
and welcome him to Corea, and to make the 
necessary @ ments for his approaching 
visit to Seoul. Advantage was taken of the 
presence of these officials afloat to salute the 
newly adopted Corean ensign with 2! guns, 
the purport of; which mark of international 
courtesy was explained tothem and duly ap- 
preciated. They also understood that it was 
the first salute ever received by their new 
flag, Corea not having had a national 
ensign until within a few months past. H 
It was arranged that the Minister should 
- to the capital on the 17th inst.. and accord- 

giy on that day at 7 A. M. Mr. Foote, ac- 
companied by the members of his personal 
suite, and by Commander Cotton, Lieut.-Com- 
mander Hitchcock, Paymaster Macbeth, Past 
Assistan: Engineer Nicoll, Past Assistant Sur- 
geon Rogers, Master Scott, Assistant Engin- 
eers Bennett and Elseffer, and Mr. Ostrander, 
clerk, left the Monocacy and were pulled on 
shore. The Minister, his secretary, and Com- 
mander Cotton were in the gig, and as the 
former landed for the first time upon Corear 
soil he was received and saluted by the offi- 
cers and boat’s crews drawn up in line on the 
beach, the boats conveying the other members 
of the party having preceded the gig. 

A few local and other officials were also 
present to receivethe Minister, who was con- 
ducted to the Japanese Consulate near by. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock the train moved out 
for Seoul. Smail ponies and sedan chairs were 
supplied for the accommodation and doubtful 
comfort of the members of the party, while 
the age, &c., was carried by pack ani- 
mais. it was said that the capacity of Seoul 
was tested to its ulmostto supply a sufficient 
number of respectable-looking sedan chairs 
and ponies, with foreign saddles, for the ac- 
commodation of so many persons. Three or 
four of the cc were really good-looking 

i and were said to be from the 
King’s stables, The saddles were new, show- 
ing that they had been recently purchased. 
Two of the chairs were carried by relays of 
four men each, the remainder py relays of 
two. That intended forthe use of the Minister 
was open, and would be represented by a lec- 
less arm-chair, the seat being secured under 
each side to the middle of two long parallel 
poles. The other ‘‘chairs” were obiong, box- 
shaped affairs, with open fronts, sliding win- 
dows at the sides, and a pair of shafts similar 
to the poles above mentioned. The chairs 
borne by four men were comparatively com- 
fortable and easy in their motion, but those 
with only two bearers were the reverse. 
The road to the capital, although a pub- 
lic highway, is little more than a foot-path; 
but hitherto it has been considered sufficient 
to meet the simple requirements of pedes- 
trians, horsemen, pack animals, and the rude, 
cumbersome, two-wheeled carts in use. The 
country through which it passes is broken by 
billand mountain, with pleasant vistas of rich 
and fertile vaileys under rice cultivation, small 
fields of waving wheat and bariey in a forward 
state and looking remarkably well, a strag- 
gling growth of stunted pines, scrub oaks, and 
grass upon ‘bill and mountain side, with here 
and there, near brook or stream, willows and 
other trees. The soil, except that of the bot- 
tom end low lands, does not appear to be fer- 
_ but seems to consist in great part of red 
clay. 

A small part only of the available arable 


land appears to be udercultivation, the staple | 


product being rice, which is of most excellent

The Seoul is wide, deep, and 
placid at this point, and is crossed by means 
of large, flat-bottomed, unpainted boats, 
“sculied,”? as we would say at home, by a 
single large sweep or oar. Surmounting three 
or four of these boats were booths or tents 
similar to those in which our luncheon had 
been served, and which we at once pro- 
ceeded to occupy, pending the operation 
ot embarking our chairs, horses, baggage, 
&ec,, which being accomplished, 
ferried to the opposite shore of the river, 

where more booths, similar to those 

already described, were erected for our accom- 

modation, and in which the Minister and the 
members of his party sought welcome shelter 

from the obtrusive curiosity of hundreds of 

people congregated at and about the landing. 

Mr. Foote was informed that the Governor of 
Seoul and Mr. von Moljlendorf were at the offi- 
cial residence of the village, a short distance 
away, to receive him, and thither we at once 
proceeded, where, upon our arrival, the Minis- 

ter was greeted in the most cordial manner, 

and welcomed to Corea and the Corean capi- 
tal in the name of the King, coupled with 
felicitations upon his safe arrival at the end of 
Nis long and tedious journey of thousands of 
miles. Mr. Foote warmly responded in ap- 
propriate terms. Tea, champagne, and cigars 
were served, and a pleasant interchanges of 
social relations took place, after which we en- 

tered upon the last stage of our journey. 

As we approached the wails of Seoul the 
people gathered from highway and byway in 
constantly increasing numbers, and lined the 
route along which we were to pass, all eager 
for a glimpse of us; and by the time we, 
reached the gate and entered the city the num- 
ber had increased to many thousands. It 
now became a matter of some difficulty to 
keep the crowd back, and officials and soldiers 
found themselves fully occupied in clearing 
the street for cur advance. We were told at- 
terward that, while they were not displeased 
with our looks, they did not approve of our 
style of dress. By 60’clock we reached the 

uarters provided for us. Mr. von Mollen- 
dort courteously placed his house at the dis- 

osal of the Minister, while other comfortable 

ouses, the furniture of which was supplied 
temporarily from the palace, wero assigned to 
the remaining members of the party. The 
quiet within tne walls surrounding the houses 
we occupied was very agreeable and in strong 
contrast to the surging masses of curious peo- 
ple who had crowded to witness our passage 
through the streets of the city. The President 
of the Council and other members and officials 
of the Government called promptly to pey 
their respects to the Minister and welcome him 
to Seoul. 

The first meeting for the discussion of cer- 
tain matters relating to the treaty took place 
on the afternoon of the i8th at the Foreign 
Office, and it was then arranged that the for- 
mal meeting for the exchange of ratifications 
should be held on the following afternoon. 
Accordingiy, about 4 P. M. on the 19th Mr. 
Foote, accompanied by his secretary, inter- 
preter, and Mr. Jauy, all in evening dress, ex- 
cept the young Corean interpreter, who wore 
the Court dress, and by the officers of the Mo- 
nocacy in full-dress uniform, proceeded to the 
Foreign Office, where were assembled the Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs and the chief State 
officials in full Court costume, the chief fea- 
tures of which are the hat, the robe, and the 
belt: It would be difficult to describe the 
Court hat, which resembles in no particular 
the hat ordinarily worn. It is made of a fine 
black gauze material, is very peculiar in shape, 
and has two oblong, curved wings, shaped 
something like snow-shoes, which extend 
laterally from its back. The robe is full 
and long, extendin to the feet, and 
is of dark purple satin. or silk 
brocade. Upon the breast and back is a 
square richly embroidered in gold and colored 
silks, the chief figures in which are two storks. 
The belt indicates the rank of the wearer. It 
is about vne anda half inches in width, and 
consists of a number of united rectangles, each 
of which contains a setting of stone, the color 
of which is determined by the rank of the offi- 
cial. Itis worn loose above the waist at an 
angle of inclination which brings the front of 
the belt high upon tbe -Freast. Among the 
Corean officials present, besides the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, was the first subject in the 
kingdom, Mr. Min-Yung-lck, a cousin of the 
King, nephew of the Queen, and brother-in- 
law of the young heirapparent. He is a most 
agreeable young gestleman, 24 years of age, 
has a bright, pleasant face, cordial manners, 
and has traveled in China and Japan. He is 
the President of the Industrial Department. 

‘he occasion which brought this assemblage 
together was one of the most important in the 
history of Corea, if not the most important, 
for it consummated the union of the Hermit 
Kingdom with one of the great States of the 
brotherhood of nations, thus destroying the 
last link of the chain which had hitherto se- 
curely closed her gates against the march of 
civilization and the advent of the ubiquitous 
foreigner.

Seoul is surrounded by a high wal), which

; the compass, The wall appears to be in a 
| state of decay in many places and sadly in 
need of repairs. Wide streets crossing at right 
angles lead to the gates, and from the former 
| leads g bewildering network of dirty streets 
or alleys, scarcely more than wide enough to 

permit the passage of sedan chairs. The 
houses are, as a rule, small structures of mud 
| and stone, with roughly thatched straw roofs, 
dirt floors, and two or three small doors and 
windows. Some oft the housesof the better class 
of people are substantially built, and have 
smooth hard-wood and stones floors, tiled 
roofs, and doors, windows, and partitions of 
strong white paper pasted over a light, but sub- 
stantial and neat framework of wood, some- 
thing upon the Japanese style, but stronger. 
The absence of fine temples and of conspicu- 
ous buildings of any kind is noticeable. ‘The 
shops are smail and insignificant, and the 
wares Gisplayed for sale are generally cheap 
and of inverior quality. None of the finer and 
more valuable articles for the manufacture 
of which Japan and China are celebrated, 
such as silk, porcelain, &c., were exhibited for 
sale, nor was there any display indicative of 
the refinement in taste and art reached by 
Corea’s nearest neighbors. 

The population of Seoul is estimated at 
figures ranging from 250,000 to 500,000. Of 
this number soma 5,000, more or less, are sald 
to be officials, who live in comparative ease 
and comfort; the remainder are poor, and 
struggie along as best they may, living upon 
scanty means in their wretched hovels. 

Small ponies and fine-looking cattle appear 
to be abundant, and are used as beasts of bur- 
den, except such of the former as are used by 
the gentry for riding purposes. Since the re- 
bellion last Summer, both China and Japan 
have maintained a force of soldiers at Seoul, 
‘The former country has at present some 1,200 
troops there, and the latter about 500, as a 
safeguard against a sudden and unexpected 
outbreak of turbulent spirits who are opposed 
to foreigners. At present everything is quiet 
and no trouble is apprebended, but none was 
expected last Sammer. The rising was sudden, 
and directed alike against the Japanese and 
wealthy Coreans. No regular steam communica- 
tion has yet beenestahlished with this part of Co- 
rea, but a monthly line of steamers will be put 
oninashort time, Steamers arriva from Ja- 
pan and China occasionally, chartered for spe- 
cial purposes, and return with such cargoes as 
may be ready for shipment.

TEARLE’S DIVORCE SUIT.

COUNSEL ASKING FOR A LARGE 
‘ AND FEE. 
Mr. John E. Gray, as Referee in the suit of 

Mary Alice Tearle for an absolute divorce from

$9,000 a year. Mrs. Tearle’s counsel, Mr. Hal 
Bell, moved before Judge Cullen, in the Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, for the confirmation 


of the report, for the settlement of alimony, and 
for a counsel fee to himself. He spoke in strong 
denunciation of the conduct of Tearle, and par- 
ticularly of his letter to bis wife, telling her that he 
not only had ceased to love her, but found it im- 
possibie to like her; that he had found another to 
whom his whole heart was given, and that she 
must not follow him from England and set up any 
claims against him here, for the reason that he 
wonld be compelled to act cruelly to her, and 
would, as hs wasaman of influence, defeat her 
in the courts. In the opinion of Mr. Bell, this letter 

| contained a libel on the American people and on 
their courts, As it had been published throughout 
the world, he urged that the effect produced by it 
abroad shouid be counteracted by a penalty to be 
inflicted on Tearle through a grant of large alimony 
to Mrs. Tearle. In this way the peo le abroad 
who read his libel could aseertain that it was a 
iibel, and that friendiess women are as eure of ob- 
taining justice bere as are influentialmen. Mr. 
Bell, therefore. asked the court to allow Mrs. 
Tearie alimony at the rate of $4,000 a year, and to 
grant him an allowance of $1,000. 

Mr. William W. Goodrich appeared for Tearle, 
but only in opposition to the granting of a large 
alimony. The granting of an absolute divorce he 
did not oppose, Tearle mot having answered the 
complaint or presented teatimony to the Keteree, 
In the opinion of Mr. Goodrich, $1,400 a year was 
enough alimony for Mrs. Tearle. She bad testified 
that she could live on $1,200—which her husband 
had allowed her while she was in England— 
and could support ber children. The present in- 
come of Mr. Tearle, he said, was not a good basis 
for the measurement of dower, for the reason that 
it was possible that that Income would be lessened 
in thefuture. It was subject to exigencies, and 
might go down just as it has risen from £6 10s. in 
England to $200 x week here. Asa matter of fact, 
Mr. Goodrich said, Mr. Tearle has made an afii- 
davit that his popularity as an actor has dimin- 
ished since the divorce suit was begun. Mr. 
Goodrich also opposed an ailowance to Mr. Bell, 
asserting that he wse not entitled to it, having 
been well paid by a previous allowance,, the suit 
not being of an unusua! or difficult character.

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THE KELLOGG INDICTMENT 
— 

JUDGE WYLIH OVHRRUL®S THE 
PLEAS 1N ABATEMENT. 

A LACK OF ACCURACY IN THE STATEMENTS 
OF THE PLEAS—MR. WILSON FILES A MO- 

TION TO QUASH. 


Wasnineton, July 18.—In the Criminal 


Court this morning, Judge Wylie delivered an opin- 
ion upon the pleas in abatement by the defense 
and the demurrer entered by the Government in 
the caso of the United States against William Pitt 
Kellogg, charged ‘with illegally receiving money 
while a United States Senator, for his action in 
connection with the expedition of certain star 
reutes. Judge Wylie said the matter was en- 
tirely within the power of the court to determine. 
It was practically of no consequenes whether the 
questions involved were of Jaw or of fact. Witha 
view to settling a disputed point, Judge Wylie 
then made a comparison of the act of June 16, 
1862, and District Statute No. 859, regarding the 
method of filling vacancies on the Grand Jury 
panel. He said the responsibility rested with the 
clerk of deciding who was dead or disabled, but, 
in his opinion, the word disabled referred toa 
physical disability and not to a disqualitication. 
The law required a plea of abatement to be drawn 
with great exactness. Judge Wylie then took up 
the first plea, based upon the failure of the indict- 


ment to agree with the presentment. He dismissed 
this plea, because it was uncertain, not senfliciently 
specific, ané not material. The next plea, charging 
Mr. Ker with an illegal attendance upen the sit- 
tings of the Grand Jury, Judge Wyiie said was not 
based upon the fact, Mr. Ker was an authorized 
representative of the attorney for the United 
States and tnis district. 

Mr. Wilson interrupted to say that the record 
failed to show his authority, but after some dis- 
cussion the eourt insisted that Mr. Ker had 
properly eppeared before the Grand Jury. 

The next plea was based upon the same point, 
and for the same reason was dismissed. ‘The pleas 
attacking the Grand Jury as illegal beosuse the 
members had not been informed five days in ad- 
vance that their names had been drawn, and be- 
cxuse the notices did not specify the proper hour, 
were dismissed because they did not agree with 
tho facts and were not material. It was not the 
intention of the court to allow a slight ministerial 
error on the part of the Marshal to invalidate the 
proceedings of the Grand Jury. Another plea 
was based upon the fact that the completed jury 
panel included a Government employe—Harrison 
H. Dodge—who was disqualified. The court 
said that Mr. Dodce had been immediately ex- 
cused, but aside from that, the fact that he helda 
Government office did not disqualify him as a 
juror, It was only a reason for exemption, and 
that ple: amounted to nothing. The next plea, an 
important one, charged illegulity in the proceed- 
ings, because the vacarcies inthe jury caused by 
certain persons being excused, had been filled by 
drafts from the box instead of by summoning tales- 
men, Judge Wylie said that this point had been 
decided in different ways. An authority was 
quoted wherein it was held that the matter was 
within the diseretion of the court. A vYa- 
cancy occurring through the excuse of u 
person drawn before the organization of 
tne Grand Jury, must be treated as a 
non-attendance, and filled in the method 
prescribed. Instead of picking up talesmen, the 
Marshal had taken names from the box—names 
supposed to represent persons legally eligible. 
Was that fatal to the whole panel? asked Judge 
Wylie, and in answer he read a number of authori- 
ties to the contrary. The fact that the names had 
been obtained from the box was no objection pro- 
viding that the persons possessed the legal qualifi- 
cations, said the Court, as it dismisred the plea. A 
different question was ruised by the objection that 
the vacancy in the organized Grand Jury caused 
by the excuse of Mr. Dodge had been filled by a 
talesmen. This point was discussed briefly, the 
Court holding that the proceedings in that respect 
had been regular and legal. Upon the question of 
the applivability of the act of June 30, 1879, the 

‘ Court had passed in the case of the United States 
against Dorsey, hoiding that the act was not in 
force in this District. But even if the pleas were 
in accordance with the facts, said Judge Wylie, in 
summing up, the indictment was good, because all 
of tne pleas alleged violations of the District 
statutes, whereas the United States statutes also 
goverred. That alone wasa fatal jack of exact- 
ness in the pleas. Therefore, the pleas were over- 
ruled, and for the same reasons the similar pleas 
in the cases against Prentiss, Miller, and Coomes 
were also overruled. 

Counsel forall of the persons named noted ex- 
ceptions, 

Mr. Wilson, for ex-Senator Kellogg.’also noted 
an exception. He affirmed that the Government 
had entered no demurrers to their pleas, but he 
was content to waive that point. He then filed 
another to quash the indictment, based upon Mr. 
Ker’s presence in the Grand Jury room, and upon 
imperfections and deficiencies of the indictment. 

Judge Wylie remarked to Mr. Merrick that it 
was desirable that the record should show that 
Mr. Ker appeared before the Grand Jury, and the 
circumstances attendant upon his appearance, 

Mr. Wilson agreed with the court upon the im- 
portance of preserving the accuracy of the record. 
He had filed hs motion to quash because he was 
anxious to come to an issue. 

Mr. Merrick said that he was under positive in 
structions from the Attorney-General to bring the 
case to an issue before the adjournment of the 
court for the Summer. 

Mr. Wilson said that Mr. Kellogg had been here 
for six weeks anxious for a disposal of the matter. 

It was then agreed to proceed to-morrow with 
the arguments upon the motions to quash if Mr. 
Shellabarger (who is ill) is able to appear.

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THE REDUCTION IN POSTAGE, 
INSTRUCTIONS TO POSTMASTERS REGARDING 
THE APPROACHING CHANGE. 
WaAsnInctTon, July 18.—A circular was is- 
sued to-day from the office of the Third Assistant 
Postmaster-Géneral, officially informing Postmas- 
ters of the reduction in postage rates, which is to 
take effect Oct. 1,and directing them to make 
preparation for it. The Postmasters are told that 
it is desirable to have es small astock of the present 
three-cent stamps and stamped envelopes as poss!- 
ble on hand when the reduction goes into effect, 
and they are accordingly directed to limit their 


reauisitions to such quentities as they may deem 
sufiicient to last until Oct. 1. They are also instruct- 
ed to take all available means, without incurring 
any expense, to call public attention to the 
reduction, so that purchasers may not accumnu- 
late an unneeessary supply of three-cent stamps 
and envelopes. The circular also directs that as no 
arrangements have yet been made for the redemp- 
tion of the three-cent stamps and envelopesin the 
hands of Postmasters, or for the exchange by Post- 
masters of those stamps and envelopes in the 
hands of private holders, until further notice Post- 
masters will not make exchanges for the public 
nor return to the department the stock that re- 
mains on their own hands after Oct. 1. Postmas- 
ters are however Instructed that as the two and 
three cent stamps and envelopes of the present 
issue will continue to be valid after that 
date, they must be accepted in payment of 
postage when offered in proper amounts; and 
thet the  three-cent stamps can be used 
in combination with other denominations or 
letters requiring more than one rate of postage 
and on parcels of third and fourth class matter. 
The circular slso annognees that the department 
will be ready to issue the two-cent stamps of the 
new design on Sept. 15, but that these stamps and 
envelopes must not be placed on sale or used by 
Postmasters before Oct. 1. Also, that no three-gent 
stamps will be issued after Sept. 14, unless the 
requisition therefor is ‘accompanied by a state- 
mont that they are needed for immediate use and 
that the full supply called for will become exhaust- 
ed by Oct. 1; and further, that no three-cent 
stamped envelopes will be issued after Aug. 31 un- 
leas the requisition for them is accompanied by a 
similar statement. The circular further instructs 
postmasters as to the design for the new two-cent 
and four-cent stamps and stamped envelopes, anc 
that the prices of envelopes (exclusive of postuge) 
will remain the same 28 at present; that no change 
will be made in the “ postage due” stamps, and 
that the rates on drop letters will remain the same 
as at present.

HOVEY’S DEATH SENTENCE. 


AN EMBARRASSING POSITION BOTH FOR THE 
PRISONER AND THE SHERIFF. 

After the argument on the motion for a new 
trial for Edward Hovey, now under sentence of 
death, on Monday last, the writ of habeas corpus, 
in accordance with which the prisoner had been 
produced before Judge Donohue, was adiourned 
fortwo days. It was expected that when Hovey 


Donohue in rendering nis decision on Tuesday. 
Hovey was, therefore, taken to the Court- 
house yesterday morning merely to have 
the writ of habeas corpus 
counsel, Mr, William F. Kintzing, and Assistant 
District Attorney Vincent appeared before Judge 
Donohue and settled the order to be entered on 
the decision denying the motion for a new trial. 
This order was formal in terms, and merely denied 
the motion. As soon as it had been entered Mr. 
Kintzing filed a noties of appeal from it, and 
served copies of the notice on the District Attor- 
ney, and also on the Sheriff.

appealable, and that under section 527 of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure the notice of appeal isa 
stay of preceedings on the judgment of convie- 
tion and sentence.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, fair weather, pre- 
ceded by partly cloudy weather and local rains, 
rising barometer, stationary or lower temper- 
ature, north-west winds. 


Secretary CHANDLER must be quite sure 
by this time that his entering the Senatorial 
contest at Concord wasamistake. If he had 
attended . decently to the filial duties which 
were the‘ pretext of his visit to New- 
‘Hampshire and left the Legislature to per- 
torm its own task he would have stood 
much better before the country than he does 
now or is likely to do again. A fine speci- 
men of bis political methods was exhibit- 
ed in his threat against a railroad company 
if one of its employes in the Legis- 
Jature did- not vote for him. Already 
CuanpuiER talks of withdrawing if 
three of his rivals will do the same, but - his 
proposition is likely to be treated with as 
much contempt asthe similar one of Mr. 
Rouurss. Itis to be hoped that when the 
Secretary of the Navy goes back to his 
‘business a sadder and a wiser man the Re- 
publicans in the New-Hampshire Legisla- 
ture will finally elect a Senator, for Gov. 
Hatr’s political ideas are of the same type 
as those of Roturns and CHANDLER. 


The three banks to whose officers the 
Grand Jury addressed a request to furnish 
experts for the investigation of the Con- 
troller’s department have finally decided to 
decline the task. They say that they have 
not men adapted to the work and do not 
know where to findany. This is unfortu- 
nate, and it throws still greater doubt on the 
conclusions reached so lightly and easily by 
the Aldermanic committee. 

Denis Kearney will not address the 
people of New-York to-night from the 
Union-Square Plaza. He has failed to get 
the permission of the Park Commissioners, 
who, though they refused him in a some- 
what roundabout way, did refuse him, and 
were quite right in doing so. K&ARNEY 
pas nothing, and can have nothing, to say 
to those whom he might attract that is spe- 
cially worth hearing, or that would justify the 
Park Commissioners in letting him block 
the public way. He is no longer even a 
sovelty. 


The Produce Exchange in Philadelphia 
bas indorsed the Commercial Exchange of 
that city in its action as to the trade dollar, 
ind a memorial is to be sent to Congress 
urging the-redemption, retirement, or legali- 
tation of the trade dollar. The alterna- 
jives proposed are somewhat bewildering. 
If the Government be prepared to ‘“‘re- 
deem’’ the trade dollar at anything above 
its value as bullion, it will find the “‘ retire- 
ment’’ of the coin very rapid. As most of 
the dollars are in the hands of brokers who 
have bought them at various rates, generally 
below intrinsic vaiue, the Government can 
retire those in this country very readily by 
paying a profiton them. But the risk will 
be great of a considerable importation of 
those which have already been sent abroad. 
As to their ‘‘legalization,’”’ if that means 
giving them a legal-tender quality, it would 
be an outrageous blunder. 


Judge Wruiz has decided that the pleas 
jn abatement put in by the counsel of ex- 
Senator Kei1oee in the criminal suit against 
him are either insufficient, not in accord 
with the facts, or not sustained by the stat- 
ate. His decision is very clear, and the 
form of his language is occasionally em- 
phatic. Mr. KeLLoce’s counsel took excep- 
tion, of course, to this ruling, but Mr. Ket- 
Loee himself will be glad that technical ob- 
jtacles no longer bar the way to an impartial 
rial. 


It is gravely announced from Washington 
that the new naval uniform whose adoption 
bas just caused so much clamor is not a new 
uniform at all, but only a revision of the ex- 
isting regulations as to clothes, It is claimed 
that many minor changes have been made 
from time to time in the regulations, and, in 
order to harmonize the whole clothes ques- 
tion, what may be called .a codification of 


the uniforms was ordered. Furthermore,. 


Jt im slleged that the  contemnlated 


changes (which are no changes) will 
not increase expenses, but will be a re- 
duction. Meantime; as the Secretary of the 
Navy is absent from Washington, the regu- 
lations are temporarily suspended by his 
orders. If the new, or codified, uniform is 
not a radical change from the old, and if the 
proposed change does not entail any serious 
expense on the officers affected by it, there 
is no reason why there should be any out- 
cry. But naval officers assert that the sar- 
torial regulations now pending will involve 
the discarding of their present uniforms and 
the purchase of new ones. Evidently some- 
body has blundered. 


A NEW KIND OF “SOLID SOUTH.” 


Our canvass to ascertain the preferences 
of the people in regard to Presidential can- 
didates was directed to getting at the actual 
popular feeling in both parties rather 
than the wishes of politicians, but the 
latter of necessity figured more or less in the 
net result. Of the 64 places at which the 
present incumbent of the office was said to 
be the first choice 38 are in the Southern 
States, if we include Delaware, Maryland, 
and Missouri in that category, or 32 if they 
are excluded. But it was a very genera! 
statement that the Federal office-holders 
in that section favored a renomination of 
the President. It is alsoa common state- 
ment that the office-holders control the ac- 
tion of the Republican Party in the South- 
ern States. It may be said further that they 
are made office-holders chiefly for that pur- 
pose. 

If it is true, as is sometimes intimated, that 
the President is working for a renomination 
and proposes to work for it until the Na- 
tional Convention of the party is held, it is 
likely to appear that his most effective work 
is done in States from which no Republican 
Electoral votes are to be looked for so long 
as the party is managed there asa political 
machine, operated in the interest of any Ad- 
ministration candidate. He may be able to 
secure the support of the ‘‘solid South’’ in 
the National Convention, with the ominous 
number of 806 delegates, but whether this 
may be a source of strength or of weakness 
to him as an aspirant, it is more than likely 
to be a source of weakness to the Repub- 
lican Party. 

The political solidarity of the Southern 
States is to be deplored, but itis not to be 
wondered at. Very little has been done 
there to give strength to the Republican 
Party or to commend it to the confidence of 
the people who in the past have had 
reasons sufficient in their own minds for op- 
posing it as a national organization. It has 
been to a very large extent under the control 
of self-seeking politicians who have had an 
interest in keeping it small and man- 
ageable. They have not desired to build 
it up, for the reason that if any con- 
siderable force of the able and active 
men of the South should become enlisted in 
its ranks, they would lose the power which 
they have exercised with so much advan- 
tage to themselves. They have by their 
own illiberal spirit fostered the strong antip- 
athies that exist between parties in that sec- 
tion and then attempted to make capital by 
complaining about their effects. They wish 
to keep the control in their own hands and 
to monopolize the Federal patronage in 
their States. 

These men have been distinctly encour- 
aged under the present Administration. 
The offices have been given to them and the 
public employments of every grade have 
been placed at their disposal. These they 
make use of to maintain their control of the 
party, and, in turn, they assume to be able, 
and probably will: be able, to choose dele- 
gates to the National Convention whose votes 
will be practically solid for the Administra- 
tion candidate, whoever he may be. 

This kind of Republican solidity in the 
South for purposes of nomination is calcu- 
lated to perpetuate the Democratic solidity 
for purposes of election, and it is an enor- 
mous disadvantage to the Republican Party 
of the Nation. The real strength of the 
party is in the North, but the Northern 
States are politically divided, and some of 
them are very uncertain. The vitality of 
the Democratic Party, such as it isin qual- 
ity, extends throughout the country. The 
vitality of the Republican Party, vigorous 
in the Northern States, is well-nigh par- 
alyzed in the South. Under such condi- 
tions, the party is in danger of entering the 
national contest at a serious disadvantage. 


It is time that the policy of keeping the 
party small and weak in nearly half the 
States—States which cast more than one- 
third of the Electoral votes—were aban- 
doned. The nomination of a President by 
the Republican Party is no longer equiva- 
lent to an election. A nomination secured 
by working these States as rotten boroughs 
for purposce of representation in a National 
Convention will be in imminent danger of 
being followed by an Electoral defeat. If 
it is true that President ArrsuR is working 
by means of Federal appointments in the 
South to secure its 306 delegates in the Con- 
vention, and thereby a renomination, he is 
working against the bert interests of the 
party and probably for its disastrous over- 
throw at the next Presidential election. 





THE THLEGRAPH CONTEST. 

The only new feature in the telegraph 
contest is presented in the action of the 
Western Union Company yesterday. Its 
Executive Committee made no reply to the 
demands of the Executive Committee of 
the Brotherhood of Telegraphers, but direct- 
ed a sub-committee to inquire into the com- 
plaints of the employes of the company 
and report thereon. The brotherhood com- 
mittee appears to have been ignored as hav- 
ing no right to represent or to speak for the 
operators of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, but there is little wisdom in 
ignoring the practical fact that it does repre- 
sent such of them as are members of the 
brotherhood, and is likely to be obeved 
by them if a strike is ordered.

ENEMIES OF REPUBLICAN FRANCE, 
The recent illness of the Count pz Cuam- 
BORD, otherwise the Duc pz BorpkAvx, 
otherwise Henri V. of France, has had 
the effect of giving new life to the enemies 
of the republic. The expected demise of 
the royal claimant gave temporary impor- 


stance to the Count pz Cnamegorp and to all 


that he believed himself to be. At this mo- 
ment there are three men who claim, or 
who have claimed, to be the lawful heirs 
to a French throne. It does not mat- 
ter that there is no throne in France, 
and that that bit of useless lumber 
has been relegated to the dusty store- 
rooms of antique bric-A-brac. The Count 
DE CHAMBORD, the Count pg Paris, 
and Prince Jrromz Napo.yon have each 
their supporters, who probably believe that 
the time will come when their champion 
and leader will rule France. The old Bour- 
bon who lately lay a-dying at Frohsdorff, as 
all men supposed, and who received the 
farewell blessing of the Pope as he made 
ready for his exit, probably has the most 
nearly legitimate claim of either of these 
three, if legitimacy of descent counts for 
anything in a republic which has thrice 
been an empire and has been almost always 
akingdom. The Count pe Parts claims by 
right of succession from an elected King. 
Prince NaPoueon is the indirect heir of a 
suurper. 

The flippdncy with which the claims of 
these three pretenders to a throne are treat- 
ed by the French and English press fur- 
nishes a striking illustration of the growth 
of the republican idea in monarchical coun- 
tries. The legitimist journals deride the 
pretensions of both branches of the House of 
Bourbon, very much as an American news- 
paper might refer to the claim of a bro- 
ken-down politician to be ‘“ recognized’’ 
by the managers of a party that 
has forgotten him. No. sarcasm is 
too bitter to be poured on the heads of the 
Napoleonic charlatars by the legitimists 
and royalists, who regard the imperialists 
as vulgar upstarts, broken gamesiers, and 
desperate politicians. There was a time, 
too, when the adherents of the Orleanists 
were regarded by the legitimists as crea- 
tures of yesterday, illegitimately claim- 
ing a crown which the grandfather of the 
Count pe Paris wore by virtue of an irreg- 


ular election organized in the chaos of a | 


revolution. Louis PHILIPPE was the de- 
scendant of the younger sons of the House 
of Bourbon. The Count pz CHamzorp is 
descended in a direct line from the eldest 
sons, from the time of Louis XIII. until 
now. Moreover, he was the nominated and 
approved heir of CHARLES X., whose expul- 
sion from France gave opportunity for the 
election of Louis Parippsr, the Citizen 
King. But these royalist feuds are forgot- 
ten. Having paid homage to the Count pg 
CHAMBORD as the head of the royal house 
of France, the grandson of Lours Painippr 
has not only appeased the so-called King, 
but he has secured the heirship of that 
crownless potentate. 


The death of the Count pz Crammorp, 
whenever that event takes place, will solidify 
the royalist elements in France. So long as 
these were divided, the friends of the repub- 
lic had less to fear from the royalists than 
from the imperialists. These latter, unscru- 
pulous, treacherous, ambitious, and remem- 
bering. with a certain savage hunger, the 
wealth and glory of the Third Empire, are the 
enemies of the republic most to be dreaded. 
With a leader upon whom they might have 
been united, and in whose person the hopes 
of a new empire might have rested without 
serious discordance, the imperialists would 
be formidable. Such a leader and heir the 
ill-fated Prince Imperial might have been. 
The star of the Bonapartists suffered eclipse 
when this young mau perished ignobly in 
the South African war. Under the very 
doubtful heirship of Prince Jerome Na- 
POLEON nothing but the common hope

It might be wished, however, that if the 
Aldermen have the power to regulate the 
use of the streets, they would occasionally 
exercise the same in the publicinterest. The 
street-cleaning is tolerably well done, better 
certainly than it ever was before. But the 
Aldermen are not only entitled to no credit 
for the improvement, but it inspires them 
with grief and disgust and incites them to 
attempts to bring back the old system under 
which the streets were not cleaned by a 
*‘practical man.’’ In these attempts they 
seem to rely upon the kind assistance of Gen. 
SHALER and the Board of Health, now hap- 
pily removed from the control of a theorist, 
although a theorist is still in charge of the 
street-cleaning, and is actually cleaning the 
streets, 

In the matter of street obstructions we are 
rather worse off than ever. There is more 
building going on than ever before, especi- 
ally up town, and there seems to be nothing 
to prevent the builder of a house from tak- 
ing possession of as much of the street in 
front of it as he needs for the storage of his 
material, sometimes weeks in advance of 
his needs, for mixing his mortar and for 
other incidents of his labors. The result is 
that when two houses are building opposite 
each other the street is virtually rendered 
impassable both for vehicles and for foot 
passengers, 


The steam-heating companies have been a 
continual and grievous nuisance ever since 
they were empowered by the Aldermen, in 
spite of the protest of the Mayor, to lay 
their pipes in all the streets. People fondly 
imagined that when the mains were laid 
and the preliminary explosions com- 
pleted there would be an end of the 
nuisance. But the nuisance continues. 
Whenever a new house connection is 
to be made, it is made not by digging out 
subterraneously from the cellar to be con- 
nected, which ought, in most business 
streets, to be practicable, but by tearing up 


street. If this be necessary, it is certainly 
practicable to complete the operation of 
digging the trench, making the connection, 
and replacing the pavement within a day, 
and thus to show some sort of consideration 
for the rights of the public in public streets, 
But this is a consideration which never 
occurs to the excavators. They excavate 
with a single eye to their own convenience, 
as if they were digging up their own private 
property. For the last week there has been 
a hole yawning in Liberty-street, a few steps 
from Broadway, which has constituted a 
dangerous obstruction to the public use of 
the street that might and should have been 
removed in a day. 


If the Aldermen should take care of such 
things as these in fulfillment of their func- 
tion of regulating the use of the streets, they 
would impress the public with more respect 
for their pretensions. But, of course, no 
sane creature expects them to do anything 
in the interest of the public. As amatterof 
fact, it is, we believe, the business of the 
Commissioner of Works to look after the 
steam-heating people and reduce to a mini- 
mum the nuisance they are empowered to 
create, and of the Bureau of Incumbrances 
to see that the streets are not turned into 
stone-yards and lumber-yards. Mr. Epson 
willdo well to call the attention of these 
officers to the duties which are left undone. 


THE HALF-HOLIDAY MOVEMENT. 


This is the season of the year when the 
pecple who are employed as laborers or on 
day wages sigh for the liberty of a half- 
holiday. The utmost of their desires com- 
passes no greater good than a half-day for 
pleasure. It is not surprising that men and 
women who are pent up in dry goods shops, 
stived in sewing-rooms, or exposed to the 
burning heats of the day, should hanker for 
a few hours of daylight in which they can 
take a dip in the salt water, stroll along the 
beach or river edge, or even doze comforta- 
bly at home, with no harassing thought 
of next day’s labor. He would be indeed 
mean and callous to every human feeling 
who could treat with contempt this hunger 
for a few hours of harmless pleasure. And

No legislation, no compulsion, can com- 
pass the end desired, By general consent 
the larger wholesale houses of the City have 
of late years closed their doors early Satur- 
day afternoon during the Summer. It 
would be a good thing if the custom, which 
is partially adopted among retail dealers, 
could be made universal. But, on 
the other hand, this would entail 
great inconvenience, if not hardship, 
among the very class who are most 
clamorous for Saturday half-holidays. This 
class would grumble if, having obtained their 
outing, they could not buy their supplies 
and lay out their weekly earnings whenever 
and wherever they pleased. When there is 
no demand for labor in store, shop, or any 
place of supply, during the weekly half- 
holiday, the demands of the Short Hour 
League will be granted without ado.

PHILADELPHIA, July 18.—A special dispatch 
to the 7imes from Trenton says: ** Thé negotiations 
in New-York yesterday of representatives of the 
Reading Company with Congressman Abram §8. 
Hewitt, Frederick J. Slade, of Trenton, and oth- 
ers, constituting the Trenton Water Power com- 
pany, for the purchase of the right of 
way along the banks of the ruce-way of 
the latter company, from a point in Ewing Town- 
ship to South Trenton, a distance of over four 
miles, were not completed. Mr. Slade, who is 
President of the Water Power Company, has re- 
turned home and said to-day that the matter 
might be settled in 24 hours or might require 
a week. He said Mr. Hewitt sailed for 
Europe to-day, leaving the entire busi- 
ness in the hands of himself and other 
officers of the Water Power Company. ‘Ihe Penn- 
sylvyania Railroad Compuny, it has been ascer- 
tuined, is also after the property, and has been for 
sume time. A year ago the latter company made 
& proposition to the Water Power Company to buy 
the right of way for a single track. The Water 
Power Company gave it the refusal of sufficient 
ground along its race-way to lay a singie 
track, and this refusal lasted until the Ist of 
last May. Then the Water Power Company refused 
any longer to hold the matter open. Since the 
efforts of the Reading to get the right of way be- 
gan the Pennsylyania bus renewed its former 
proposition, and, it is understood, has made a 
large offer. The Reading Company first endeav- 
ored to buy the Water Power Company out entire- 
ly, with all its franchises and water privileges, but 
the latter refused to sell. The Water Power Com- 
pany was incorporated in 1831, for the purpose of 
supplying water to mills and factories in Trenton. 
its capital stock was emer? $60,000. After- 
ward it acquired large tracts of laud along the line 
of its raceway, until at present it owns several 
thousand acves. In some placesinthe city it owns 
land extending for a quarter of a mile back on 
either side of its raceway.” 

The Reading Railroad Company’s intention is to 
construct a freight track down the side of the race- 
way and getall the freight of the large mills, as 
the route would bring it through the heart of the 
milling district.

ALL THB NEW-ENGLAND COMPANIES TO BE 
CONSOLIDATED. 

Boston, July 18.—The consolidation of the 
New-England telephone companies will probably 
be effected inthis city to-morrow, when the Di- 
rectors of the American-Bell, the Lowell syndicate, 
and of the several sub-companies will meet and 
consider a plan of union. The plan willinvolve a 
considerable increase in the present capital stock 
of the companies to bring them upon a common 
6 per cent. dividend-paying basis, as several of 
them now pay dividends considerably in excess of 
that figure. The following, it is understood, em- 
braces the principal features of the busis of union: 
The Boston and Northern Telephone Company, 
which comprises Essex County, Mass., and nearly 


the whole of Now-Hampshire and Vermont. now 
has a capital of $1,000,000, of which the American- 
Bell Company owns $300,000. This will probably 
be put in at 20,000 shares, or $2.000,000. It now 
pays 12 per cent. dividend. The Bay state Com- 
pany, which embraces the State of Massachusetts, 
with the exception of the cities of Boston, Lowell, 
Fitchburg, Worcester, Brockton, New-Bedford, 
Fall River, and Taunton, Es<ex County, and Cape 
Cad, now has $800,000 capital. of whieh the Ameri- 
can-Bell owns $240,000, This captal will doubtless be 
increased 50 per cent., to $1,200,000, as it now 
pays 9 per cent. dividends. The National Bell 
Telephone ey of Maine now has a capital 
of $1,500,000, it having been recently increased by 
a 200 per cent. stock dividend from its original 
capital of $50,000, and now pays 5 per cent. The 
Granite State Compary, of Manchester, N. H., 
with a capital of $130,000, will doubtless remain 
the same under the new arrangement. Its divi- 
dencs heretofore have been 5 per cent. The Sub- 
urban Telephone Company, embracing the cities 
and towns withina radiusfof 15 miles of Boston, 
now has $350,000 capital. This will prob- 
ably be increased to $500,000, as it is 
now paying dividends at the rate of 9 per cent. 
and has paid 10.° The Southern Massachusetts, 
with a capital of $500,000, embraces the cities of 
New-Bedford. Fall River. Brockton, and Taunton, 
and the south-eastern portion of the State. Its 
capital will probably be doubled and made 
$1,000,000. The Telephone Dispatch Com- 
pany, which covers the city of Boston, is 
owned entirely by the American-Bell Company. 
It will probably be put at $2,000.000. The Con- 
necticut Telephone Company, which embraces, 
also, several towns outside of Providence, will 
probably go in at $500,000, In addition to the 
companies mentioned, there are several small 
companies and exchanges which will be put in at 
less amount:, making the aggregate capital of the 
consolidated company somewhere between $12,- 
000,000 and $15,000,000.

THE CONTINENTAL GUARDS. 


THEY RETURN HOME AFTER A TOUR NOT 


FINANCIALLY SUCCESSFUL, 

NEw-ORLEANS, July 18.—The Continental 
Guards reached home this morning, after making 
the most extensive and important tour ever at- 
tempted by a military organization in this 
country. The company has traveled nearly 5,000 
miles of railway in about 40 days, and without a 
single accident: The tour extended from Port- 
land, Me.,in the East, to Cincinnatiin the West, and 
15 of the most noted cities in the country were 
visited, including Boston, Portland, Providence, 


Hartford, New-Haven, New-York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Washington. Cleveland, Buffalo, De- 
troit, Toledo, Indianapolis, and Cincinnati.

The object of the tour embraced both business 
and pleasure. The business was to lay the basis for 
a fund to be used when sufficient in amount for 
the erection of a memorial commemorative of the 
soldiers of the North and South in the civil war. 
The expenses of the trip were to be paid by 
the company, and it was believed the receipts 
from tableau exhibitions would go far toward 
defraving the cost of the armory. In this, how- 
ever, the company was disappointed. The tableaus 
netted only $3.500, and the gy | was largely 
out of pocket. On the whole. owever, the 
Guards have nothing toregret, while the generous 
hospitality of the people of the North has made 
the trip to them the event of a life-time.

Sr. Pavr, Minn., July 18.—Crop reports 
from the north-west portion of the Minneapolis 
wheat belt continue to be of a-most unsatisfactory 
character. Traveling agents of wholesale houses 
are equally divided in opinion concerning the prob- 
able yield and present condition ot the crop. W. 
W. Cargill, of La Crosse, returned to Minneapolis 
yesterday from a trip along the Breckenridge 
division of the Manitoba Road and told a reporter 
that on that line the wheat yield will be about 8 
bushels to the acre, but owing to the increase of 
acreage he thinks there may be as much wheat to 
handle on that line of road as there was last year. 
He reports the outlook in Northern Minnesota, 


where he has extensive grain interests, of higher 
preemie than any since the grea* blight fell upon 
tin 1878. Mr. Cargill and a brother have a line of 
elevators along the Manitoba Road. 8. A. March, 
of Minneapolis, who has 3,000 acres In wheat at 
Warren, on the Manitoba line, returned from that 
Place yesterday. He reports copious rains on Fri- 
day, Sunday, and Monaay, which have thoroughly 
soaked the ground. His estimate of the wheat 
yield 1s 15 bushels to the acre. about three-quarters 
of an average crop. The straw is short, but the 
heads are of good length and are filling well. The 
color of the straw is good and, what is remarkable, 
during all the drought it has been a brignt green. 
Oats have suffered more than wheat, and the yield 
will be tight of this cereal. Farmers, on the whole, 
are now quite hopeful. 

The following Red Wine special has interest 
from the fact that Goodhue is the largest wheat- 
growing county in the State: ‘The crops in Gooa- 
hue County are doing well; with a few exceptions 
in several townships, where the wheat has taken 
rust, it willturn out a fair average yield. Some 
areas, on light and sandy soil, have a heavy, strong, 
and heaithy growth, which will most like- 
ly produce 30 or 35 busbels per acre. The 
wheat is _ finely heading and beginning to 
bloom, Adjoining this beit on old and heavy soil 
Tust has setin. The stalk presents a rusty brown, 
cen appearance. and is not yet headed out. 
This is the case ia hollows and ravines more than 
on knolls and higher land. In this section tbere 
will be an exceedingly lignt yield, with some fields 
not worth cutting. Too muchrain is thought to 
be the cause. The chinch-bug has, of course, made 
its appearance, but farmers think it is rather late 
to do any great damage. Oats and barley are do- 
ing well; so are potatoes, which are now being 
marketed. Corn has bad a lively starter in the 
warm weather jately. It made perceptible head- 
way each day. To-day is cool and cloudy.” 

The Hon. Benjamin Butterworth, uf Ohio, who 
has just returned from a trip over the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, says that around and beyond 
Bismarck the wheat crop will not be over one- 
tenth of the average. In the James River Valley 
wheat is in a wretched condition. In the Red 
River Valley the condition is bad, and in other 
sections poor. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July 18.—Crop reports show 
cotton to be still backward. with caterpillars in 
some sections. There is a decreased interest in 
rice, the cultivation of which is being abandoned 
in many Interior points, Wheat is doing well. 
Rain is greatly needed.

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TL#& LOCK-OUT BEGUN. 


——~>———— 
THOUSANDS OF CIGAR-MAKERS, STRIPPERS, 
AND PACKERS OUT OF WORK. 

The lock-out by the manufacturers who be- 
long to the Cigar Manufacturers’ Union went into 
effect yesterday, and to-day thousands of men, 
women, and children will be idle on account ofa 
quarrel between two cigar-makers’ unions. The 
Manufacturers’ Union established its head-quarters 
at the Belvidere Hotel, and yesterday morning a 
meeting was held there. It was stated that the 
members of the Manufacturers’ Union were pre- 
pared to keep their shops closea for two months. 
Last Spring the cigar jobbers had ordered large 
quantities of stook in anticipation of the re- 
duction of the tax, and many of them had 
bought more cigars than they were able 
to sell in the Summer season, while the 
manufacturers had gone on with their work, 
so that now both manufacturers and jobbers had 
on hand a quantity of stock which would partly 
supply the heavy demand for the Fall trade. It 


was also reported that several of the locked-out 
men had applied for work tothe firm of Straiton 
& Storms, which is not a member of the Cigar 
Manufacturers’ Union. When the members of the 
firm learned that the applicants were “ locked- 
gut” men they deciined to employ them. Mr. 
McCoy said that the large cigar manufacturing 
firms that did not belong to the union had prom- 
ised not toemploy any locked-out men. and that 
several of them had offered to close their shops 
also, but he told them that it would not be neces- 
sary to do so. 

In the afternoon the members of the Manufac- 
turers’ Union began closing their shops. Asa rule, 
the operatives were very well behaved. and when 
they learned that the bosses were in earnest they 
quietly finished what work tney had on hand, 
picked up their tools, and went out. They looked 
sad and discouraged but had very little to say. 
Jacobi & Co., of No. 200 Chatham-street, paid 
off their 600 cigar-makers in the afternoon. 
Their cigarette-makers, to the number of 300, 
andthe Spanish cigar-makers—125 men—who be- 
long to unions that are not involved in the quarrel 
out of which grew the strike that has caused the 
lock-out, were retained. Six hundred cigar-mak- 
ers in the employ of Mr. McCoy, when told not to 
return to work to-day. also —— finished their 
day’s work and left. Manyof themtold Mr. Mc- 
Coy that they would wait for their wages until the 
regular pay-day. About 250 strippers, &o., in this 
factory were also thrown out of work, making a 
total of 850. 

A secret meeting of Progressive Union delegates 
from various shops ws held last evening at Lin- 
coln Hal The proceedings were very quiet. It 
was reported that the Progressive Union had sent 
200 of its* members to work in various cities and 
towns in New-England. About 450 men were said 
to have joined the union during the day, makinga 
total of 1,200 proselytes during the week. A report 
was circulated that Straiton & Storms were going 
to open a new factory, and would employ about 
1,000 of the locked-out men. The firm of 
Brown & Earle was also said to have dis- 
charged its International Union workmen. Still 
another report that was handed in was that 
several of the manufacturers, among them Bondy 
& Lederer, Kaufman Brothers, and Levy Brothers 
had retained their strippers, and this was regarded 
as a sign that the lock-out would not last long. M. 
Dampf. Secretary of the Cigar-mak«rs’ Inter- 
najional Union, said that about 350 o: its members 
were locked out, while 900 were emploved in shops 
that did not belong tothe Manufacturers’ Union. 
There was over $100,000 in the union's treasury, 
but he did not think it would be necessary to 
draw on this fund, because the 900 that are at 
work had promised to contribute to aid their 
locked-out brethren, and the amount thus raised, 
he believed. would be sufficient to support the lat- 
tec. The Progressive Uni n will hold a mass-meet- 
ing at 10 o’clock this morning in Irving Hall. 
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BOSTON’S COLORED VETERANS. 


THEY VISIT NEW-YORK TO COMMEMORATE 
THE TAKING OF FORT WAGNER. 

The Robert G. Shaw Veteran Association, 
of Boston, composed of colored veterans of the 
Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth Massachusetts Regi- 
ments, who served during the war of the rebel- 
lion, arrived in this City by the Norwich Line 
steamer yesterday morning. The object ot their 
visit was to celebrate the twentieth anniversary 
of the battle of Fort Wagner, which was fought 
on July 18, 1863.. Three attempts to take 
this stronghold of the Confederates had 


been made, and the Union troops had been 
repulsed each time, when the _ Fifty-fourth 
Massachusetts, commanded by Col. Robert G. 
Shaw, made an assauit, and, after a fierce and 
bloody hand-to-hand conflict, captured the fort. 
The price paid for the victory was a terrible one. 
Of 1,140 men who marched to the assault but 
350 lived to boast of their triumph, and Col. 
Shaw was among the slain. The visiting vet- 
erans number 54, and are officered as follows: 
Major James B. Watkins, commanding; Acjutant, 
Howard L. Smith; Quartermaster, Edward C. Day; 
Paymaster, Robert Bell: Surgeon, W. H. Taylor; 
Chaplain, the Rev. William Barch; Captain Com- 
pany A, Wesley Furlong; Captain Company B., 
solomon Eliott. Lieut. William J. B. Oxley, 
of the Sixth Regiment Massachusetts Vol- 
unteer Militia, and Adjt. James Gardiner, 
of Post No. 134, G A. R, Department 
of (Massachusetts, accompany the veterans as 
guests. The visitors were received on their arrival 
by Thaddeus Stevens Post, No. 255, Commander, 
William G. Harris, and John A. Andrews Post, No. 
234, G. A. R., and escorted to the head-quarters of 
the former, at No. 99 Sixth-avenue,jwhere they were 
dismissed, and they passed the day in visiting 
the notable points in the City. The officers 
called on the Rev. Willlam B. Derrick, Pastor of 
the Sullivan-Street Church, and nocified him that 
he had been elected a member of the association. 

Ip the evening the veterans, escorted by Thad- 
deus Stevens and Jobn OC. Andrews Posts and del- 
egates from William Lioyd Garrison Post, of Brook- 
lyn, and Meade Post, of Stapleton, Staten Island, 
paraded. 

The line of march was from No. 99 Sixth-avenue 
to Tenth-street, to Fifth-avenue, and up Fifth ave- 
nue to the Union League Club-house, at Thirty- 
ninth-street. There a halt was ordered and tne 
club was serenaded. The veterans sang ** Ameri- 
ca” and “The Star Spangled Banner,” and gave 
three rousing cheers for the Union League Club, 
the battle of Fort Wayne, and Col. Robert G. 
Shaw. The members of the club gathered at the 
windows and acknowledged the serenade by 
waving their handkerchiefs. The line of march 
was then taken up again down Fifth-avenue to 
Thirty-fourth-street, to Sixth-avenue, and down 
that thoroughfare to the head-quarters of Thad- 
deus Stevens Post. The streets were crowded 
throughout the line of the parade, and a great 
throng of colored men and women followed the 
veterans from the beginning to the end of their 
mareh. Upon their return a camp-fire was held, at 
which speeches were made by Senior Vice-Com- 
mander Charles McKee, of Stevens Post. and Ma- 
jor Watkins and Adjt. Smith, of the visiting asso- 
ciation. At the conclusion of the addresses the 
veterans and their friends indulged without stint 
in pork and beans, coffee, and beer, and the time 
was passed until an early hour this morning in s8o- 
cial festivities. A number of coluvred and white 
ladies were in the hail, and added to the pleasure 
of the occasion. 

This morning the Boston veterans will visit 
Staten Island and pay their respects to the mother 
of the late Col. Robert G. Shaw. If they are back 
to the City in time they will make e visit to Coney 
Island in the afternoon, and at 5 o’clock they wilil 
start on the return trip to Boston.

THE STOCK ACCUMULATING IN 
ClTY STOREHOUSES. 
PRODUCERS HOPING FOR HIGHER PRICES— 


INFLUENOK OF THE FACTORIES AND THE 


OLEOMARGARINE MAKERS. 

Itis not out of the common run of things 
‘that butter should accumulate im the City store- 
‘houses aud elsowhere at this season of tis year. 
July is generally a dull month for the commodity. 
‘It is, however, a matter of anxiety to merchavts 
to know what prices will be obtained later on, if 
ithe stocks in store here are not sold with more 
gapidity and the dally receipts are not curtailed. 
(Merchants are advised by mail and telegraph that 
grassis growing luxuriartily iv all partsof the 
country, and that there is every indication of a 
large crop of hay. This fact is, of course, favora- 
bie to the production of butter. A prominent but- 
ter merchant who has just returned from a long 
business journey in this State and the butter- 
producing regions of the West, says that he is thor- 
oughly convinced, from careful observation, that 
there will be an unusuelly large make of butter this 
year. The producers were pleased with tbe pros- 
pects of a bountiful crop, and their only anxiety 
as to the future was in regard to an outlet for 


their production. They were all inclined early in 
the season to seli their butter as quickly as they 
could get rid of it at reasonable rates, but Boston 
and New-York merchants presented themselves, 
pnd, offering a siizht advance upon the 

riees they had been receiving, the feeling 
Bune country changed, and many creamery men 
ordered their goods in store-here inthe bands of 
cummission merebants to be held for higher prices. 

Butter can now be held with safety for a longer 
period in warm weather than it could be about 10 
years ago. The system of cold storage has grown 
to mammoth proportions. There are about 200 
merchants here who receive butter in large quan- 
tities. Abont 150 of these merchants have large 
portions of their warehouses set apart as refrigera- 
tors in which to store perishable products. There 
are six firms in the City who have creat ware- 
houses, in which they have mammoth refrigerators 
for the storace of other people’s goods. The ca- 
pools of these refrigerators, private and public, 
‘or holding stock varies, but they car bold an 
pnormous quantity in the segregate. It is esti- 
mated that there must be about 150,000 packages 
of butter stored away in them at this time. Fir- 
kins weigh 100 pounds, half-firkins 50 pounds, 

Yelsh tubs 50 pounds, and pails 50 to 60 pounds. 
The proportion of firkins to the general stock is 
gmail, but there must be, according to this esti- 
mate, from 5,000,000 to 6,000,000 pounds of butter 
here in storage. The report of the New-York Mer- 
eantile Exchange of the stock in store here on 
July 1 was 69,186 packages of all kinds, Several 
merchants refused to give an account of their 
stocks, and the quantity of the stocks held by 
them was estimated. The stock in store on July 
3, 1882, as reported by the Exchange, was 46,396 
packages. Prices for the best table grades of but- 
ter were sliehtiy higher last year than this year, 
and pricey were generally firmer. While the stock 
iw store is lange there has been no diminution cur- 
ing the past few days in the quantity of butter re- 
ceived. There is, however, no falling off in prices 
In the wholesale market, and in fact values are 
firmer for strictiy fresh butter, which it is claimed 
is in moderate supply. 

Formerly butter made inthe farm dairies was 
the most liked, the June make being the most pop- 
ular at thisseason, As the creamery system be- 
came more general creamery butter, which hada 
fresher flavor than dairy butter, became the prime 
favorite. This system, which was first established 
in this State, finally extended to the West, and 
although many of our New-York creameries main- 
tain a superiority in their productions, the cream- 
erics of the West are powerful competitors, and in 
some instances make as good anartiele as can 
be manufactured in this State. This yeer it 
scems that Western producers have gone almost 
entirely into the producing of creamery butter, and 
it coastitutes the bulk of tne butter now in supply 
here. Western dairy and factory-made butter are 
in lighter supply than for years. The latter kind 
of butter is the product, in rolls and other shapes, 
of farmers who sell it to store-keepers, who 
in turn sell it to butter factories. At these 
places it is so manipulated by patent machinery 
and colored as to render it uniform in quality and 
appearance. It was a favorite with exporters sev- 
eral vears ago. and large quantities were shipped 
by them to Germanyacd Great Britain. The ex- 
port trade in Western factory was particularly 
good in 1879. and it was sold freely for export in 
1880 and 1881. The shipping demand for it since 
that time has fallen off materially. Oleomar- 
garine and otber adulterations have affected 
the sale of this butter, as they have injured the 
Baie both home and abroad of other classes of 

oods. The export tradeto Europe has also been 
fajured by the manufacture of adulterated butter 
in Holland for the English market. Large quanti- 
tles of oleomargarine-oil are shipped by nearly 
every sleamer to Holiand for this trade. The 
Dutchmen manufacture the imitation butter 
with great care, and it is received fresh 
from their hands in England every morning. 
Adulterations of butter intended for home con- 
sumption are made with greatcare. The oleomar- 
garine or lard is mixed with the best flavored but- 
ter that can be procured. It is fresh and is more 
pleasing to many palates than the best New-York 
State dairy butter. which has a solid body and 
is more attractive to the educated taste. being 
devoid of the greasy flavor which in great part 
characterizes the imitation. Grocers generally 
prefer the aculterations, because they are cheaper 
than the genuine article, and are of more uniform 

uality. They make larce profits by selling them. 

e wholesale dealer sells the article for what it is, 
at much lower rates than butter, and vhe retailer 
sells it for pure butter, and at the same rates he 
would charge for the latter. In this way the con- 
sumer is the only one who is cheated. 

It ig in the interest of the manufacturers of the 
adulterations to keep up the price of butter, as 
when it is dear their products have a larger sale. 
Thev resort to various devices to attain this end. 
Several large firms in the West bid during the sea- 
500 the highest prices for Western creamery, and 
agents of the manufacturers of cleomargarine and 
butterine operate in this City to keep up the 
prices of both State and Western butter. The 
trade in the adulterations is now lighter than 
it has been, owing to the abundance of genuine 
butter and its cheapness. If the latter were a few 
cents per pound lower there would be only a very 
small chance for the success of its rival. A large 
dealer in genuine butter said yesterday that the 
producer, instead of helding his stock for higher 
prices in the present condition of the market, 
sbould allow it to be sold low enongh to meet the 
reasonable views of exporters. At this season it 
‘was most important to get rid of oursurplus stock, 
nod every encouragement possibie should be given 
to the export trade. The butter held in the large 
storehouses, where the temperature in the re- 
frigerators was 38° to 40°, might be mage in good 
condition for a long period, but that held in the 
smaller refrigerators, where the temperature in 
most instances was about 50° to 55°, became after 
about 30 days woody in flavor and generally deteri- 
prated in quality.

PATERSON YOUNG PEOPLE JN TROUBLE. 

Vevers Nussey, son of Joseph Nussey, a well- 
known manufacturer, of Patersoy, N. J., was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon on a serious charge. 


The complainant in the case is Lizzie Hess, 16 
yeare ola, of No. 42 Broadway, Paterson. She 
alleres that in October, 1851, being then a mere 
child, she became acquainted with young Nussey: 
that he accomplished her ruin under the most sol- 
emo promises of marriage; that in December, 1882, 
when she informed him that she was likely to be- 
come a mother, and urged him to marry her, he 
taid he woula do so, but that his father would not 
consent, and that in February last he brought her 
a vial of liquid, which he persuaded her to take. 
The effect of the liquid, she says, was to make her ill. 
She then gave the bottle with some of the liquid to 
her mother, who still hasit. Nussey was beid to 
bail in the sum of $1,000, to answer the charge of 
attempting to procure an abortion. His father 
gave bail. Some days ago a eivil suit was institut- 
ed against young Nussey by Miss Hess through a 
guardian ad litem, for $5,000 damages for seduc- 
tion under promise of marriage, and he was 
obliged to give special bail. As he showed no dis- 

osition to settle that suit, yesterday's proceed- 

ugs were taken. It is also understood that he will 
be arrested on a criminal complaint for seduction 
under promise of marriage, the penalty for which 
is five years in State Prison, or $3,000 fine, or botb, 
the penalty being remitted on the marriage of the 
parties. Miss Hess has always borne a good char- 
acter, and her parents say she never weut to balls 
or other parties, or kept company with anybody 
Yut Nussey. He is but 20 years of age.

MR, HUTUHINSUN’S STATEMENT. 


EXPLAINING THE STOCK TRANSAOTIONS WITH 
MR. HOTCHKISS. 

W., J. Hutchinson, the ex-stock broker, made 
his first public answer to the charges Lrought 
against him by C. A. Hotchkiss, a former customer 
of his, in the suit now pending between them, yes- 
terday morning in the office of Referee George H. 
Adams, in the Mill’s Building. Mr. E. Ellery Ander- 
son appeared for the plaintiff, Mr. Hotchkiss, 
and Mr. W. B. Putney for Mar, Hutchinson. The 
plaintiff was in attendance for the first time 
recently and listened to the evidence with great 


interest. In concluding the direct examination of 
Mr. Hutchinson, who was summoned by the plain- 
tiff to prove the charges made against himself, the 
witness was questioned by Mr. Anderson regard- 
ing some transactions which the new firm of Ken- 
nedy, Hutchinson & Co. had had with Mr. Duff be- 
tween Dec. 31, 1880, and Feb. 28, 1881. The 
purchases and the sales made for Mr. Duff amount- 
ed to about $11,000 each and about balanced each 
other. The witness did not remember whether 
or not he had effected certain negotiations 
on the board for the new firm after the old firm 
had been dissolved. Regarding the ownership of a 
certain block of Hannibai and St. Joseph preferred 
stock, he said Mr. Duff owned 400 shares; he did 
not remember whether the amount was apy more 
or not. None of it, however, was charged to Mr, 
Hotchkiss. The principalsin this order were Hatch 
& Foote. 
This ended the direct examination, and the wit- 
ness was turned over to his own counsel. He 
explained the transactions of the Hannibal and st. 
Joseph poo! as follows: Tie poo! bad purchased 10,- 
000 shares of the stock before Mr. Hotchkiss's order 
to buy was received, and not a single share of the 
pool holdings was sold between that time and the 
time Mr. Hotchkiss’s stock was sold. The pool had 
ceased on Feb. 10, 1881, because of a letter from 
Mr. Dowd requesting him not to buy anv more. 
The account was divided in March. Regarding the 
sale of Western Union stock on Feb. 26and Feb. 
28, 1881, he said that on the latter date he had sold 
1,100 shares of the stock for Mr. Hotehkiss, 
500 of which were to Kennedy. Hutchinson 
& Co., at 1124, which was the market price. 
On the 26th he sold 1,000 shares for Mr. Hotchkiss 
at 109 Between these dates and March 2 the 
price advanced to 11554. The sale was made be- 
cause Mr. Hotchkiss was behindhand in his mar- 
gins. The order for the sale of the 2&th was re- 
ceived at 10:30 o’elock and it was sold by a broker 
named William E. Young. A statement of this 
transaction was handed to Mr. Hotchkiss the same 
day. Later in the day, on the 23th, Kennedy & 
Hutchinson sold for themselves 1,000 shares of this 
same stock at a bigher price than they had previ- 
ously sold their clients’, because, Mr. Hutebinson 
explained, the market had advanced during the day. 
On Feb. 26, he also sold 1,000 shares of the same 
stock to Mr. Duff, according to orders, early in the 
day, at an average price of 109, and 500 shares at 
108%. The sale was made by William H. Hamilton, 
a broker. Concerning the purchase of Western 
Union stock on Jan. 3, 1881, which is the principal 
charrce brought against him, Mr. Hutchinson said 
that at 1:30 o'clock of that day Mr. Hotchkiss came 
into his office and asked him what was the trouble 
with Western Union. The witness toid him 
that he understood that Vanderbilt was 
buying largely of the stock, and that he was 
reported to have joined hands with Gould in the 
management of the corporation. Mr. Hotchkiss 
wanted the witness to buy him 8,500shares. Mrs. 
Hutchinson at first refused, giving as an excuse 
that be had another large order for another cus- 
tomer, and feared the effect it would have on the 
market if one person bought so large an amount 
of stock. He recommended other brokers, but Mr. 
Hotchkiss urged that he did not want other people 
to know how much he was buying. and he had. 
besides this, some stock to buy hrough Hitch & 
Foote, so finally the witness consented, but not 
wishing to interfere with the orders of other cus- 
tomers, he offered to sell him some shares of his 
own which he had bought the same day at an 
earlier hour. After this had been settled, the two, 
he said, stood by the tape, and as the figures were 
received Mr. Hotchkiss named the number of shares 
he would take until the entire purchase was com- 
pleted. Later in the day. he claimed, he gave 
Mr. Hotehkiss a statement of the transaction. 
The witness admitted that early in the same day 
he had bought 6,300 of the same shares because he 
was short that number, but at that time he had no 
knowledge of Mr. Hotchkiss’s intention to buy. 
Between the time he bought and the time be gold 
the price had advanced from 81 to 85. Mr. 
Hutebinson said that he had had frequent settle- 
ments with Mr. Hotchkiss, and he had never com- 
lained of this transaction until the suit was begun. 
n regard to his introduction te the plaintiff he 
said thatin July, 1880, Mr. Joseph A. Blair, of the 
firm of Wilsoz & Whitemore. brokers at No. 72 
Broadway, brought Mr. Hotchkis into his office. 
Mr. Hotchkiss said that he wanted to open an ac- 
court with the firm of Kennedy & Hutchinson. 
Mr. Hutehinson agreed to receive the account, 
stipulating that the eharge should be 6 per cent., 
and also explaining that the firm speculated Jargely, 
as he himself did personally, ‘and that they often 
bought stocks from their customersand frequently 
sold tothem. This was assented to, and the agree- 
ment was the basis of ali future transactions be- 
tween them. 

This conciuded the testimony. The redirect ex- 
amination will take place on Oct. 13, to which date 
the hearing was adjourned.

FIFTY CANDIDATES FOR THEM TRIED BY 
CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 

An examination of candidates for clerkships 
in the Customs Service was held yesterday, under 
the civil service rules, in the Post Office Building. 
The successful candidates are placed on what is 


known as the registered list, and, when vacancies 
occur, are appointed to clerksbips in the order of 
their merit. The Board of Examiners, which 1s 
made up of men actually engaged in the 
Customs Service, is composed as follows: J. M. 
Comstock, Chairman; H. D. Stanwood, Secretary; 
Gen. N. G. Williams, A. R. Stevens, and C. W, Mus- 
grave. Of the hundreds of applicants, 50 were 
selected for examination yesterday. The examina- 
tion commenced at 9 o'clock in the morning. 
There was uo oral examination. Each of 
the candidates was furnished with seven 
sheets of foolscap and each sheet con- 
tained rour or five questions. There was aiso 
an exercise in writing trom dictation. The aim of 
the examiners in framing the guestions, which 
were quite simple, was to furnish a test for an or- 
dinary common school education. A few minutes 
before noon the first of the candidates to complete 
his labors handed in his papers, and a few minutes 
before 8 o'clock in the afternoon the last man had 
finished his work. The candidates appeared to be 
a superior class of young men. To-day an exam- 
ination will be held for Custom-house Inspectors, 
and on ange | candidates for the position of night 
watchman Will be examined. The examination of 
candidates for the position of Inspector will be 
even simpler than that to which candidates for 
clerkships are required to submit. Night watch- 
men will be examined to see that they are able to 
read and write and of sufficient capacity to make 
an intelligent report to their superior officers,

THE BATTLE-SCARRED SOLDIERS ENJOY 27 
HOURS OF 8OLID FUN WITHOUT FEAR 
OF ANY SERICUS RESULTS. 

Newport, R. L., July 18.—The veterars of 
the Seventh Regiment left this port for home on 
the steamer Newport this evening, after ‘27 hours 
of solid fun,” according to Billy Nichols, who, it is

“The ground of 
the decision,” said Mr. Townsend, ‘* was that we 
have not the material inthe bank to furnish for 
such an extended and minute examination of the 
Controller’s books as would be required to do 
the work in a proper manner, and it 
would be folly to attempt it unless it 
was certain to be made thorough. It isa very 
delicate task to examine and compare a set of 
books and report upon the condition of affairs 
which they show, and we don't feel that a clerk 
who bas passed years in the study of our own sys- 
tem In this bank woula be competent to inveati- 
gate the system in the Finance Department and 
make a report that would carry any weight with 
it. That is our only reason for declining to aecede 
to the wishes of the Grand Jury. We are willing 
to do anything that we can to ald the cause of 
good and pure municipal government, butir this 
case we feel that our labor would be thrown 
away, acd therefore we refuse to undertake tbe 
task. For the same reason we declineto name an 
expert, because we do not know of a man whom 
we could recommend to undertake the work.” 
The Graud Jury, whose committee requested the 
bank to make the detail, will meet next week and 
select three other banks. the Park National hav- 
ing refused, on Tuesday last, to detail one of its 
book-keepers, and the Fourth National Bank hay- 
ing decided to act as the other banks acted.

BOATMEN SHOWING THEIR SKILL. 


JOHN DILLON EASILY BEATING FREDERICK 
SMITH IN AN EIGHT-MILE RACE. 

There was great excitement on the Battery 
and in its vicinity yesterday afternoon.over an 
eight-mile race between two Whitehall boatmen, 
and a crowd of several thousand ‘longshoremep, 
boatmen, sailors, pilots, loungers, and small boys 
gathered on the water-front to witness the sport. 
The contestants were John Dillion, of Staten 
Island, a boatman of some fame among his fellows. 
and Frederick Smith, of Red Hook Point, Brook- 
lyn, known as ‘‘the Dutchman.” Both men are of 


the same size and nearly the same age and weight, 
and they were matched to rowin ** working boats” 
19 feet long for $250 per side, over a course from 
the new Barge Office around the Robbin’s Reef 
Light and return. The «rowd began to gather early 
in the afternoon on water as well as land, and 
small craft of all descriptions came from South 
Brooklyn and Staten Island im little fleets and 
gathered about the Battery in such numbers as to 
impede navigation near the shore. The gallant 
barge Juanita and the gay steamer Rosa took on 
passengers to follow the race at 50 cents per head, 
and on the fermer craft a brazen band, which 
was lost to all sense of shame, banged and 
tooted and brayed until it had cast a 
gioom over the entire community. The 
start was announced for 3 o'clock, and at that hour 
both vessels were crowded, the water-front was 
thronged, and al! along the stone abutment a row 
of vouthful male legs of all degrees of tatters and 
nakedness dangled; the roofs of the bath-houses 
were occupied, and from every window of the 
barge-house was thrust the head of a Custom-house 
attaché. The betting was all in favor of Dillon, 
but Smith's friends predicted wonderful things of 
their champion and took vets of ten to two and 
three to one against him without a tremor. 
Michael L. Flynn, the judge, gave the word to 
start at 3:34 o'clock, and both men sped out into 
the bay together. ‘They were foliowed by an eight- 
oared sheil with a crew from Brooklyn, a score of 
snail row-boats, a dozen little yachts, two square- 
sailed, box-toed “Juggers,"’ and the Juanita and 
Rosa. Dillon began to gain on Smith at the start 
and pulled away from hint in the first eighth-mile, 
and the odds against the Brooklyn man were 
doubied. Dillon continued to gain and threaded 
his way skillfully between barges, tug-boats, small 
vessels, pleasure craft, and big ocean steamers in 
@ straight line from the light-house. At the end of 
the second mi'e he was half a mile ahead of the 
‘Dutchman,’ who was jeered to such an extent 
by the followers of the race that he was more 
than once on the point of giving up the 
eontest. Dillon rounded the light at 4:17:25,a 
mile ahead of Smith, but the latter made a spurt 
and turned at 4:21. Then Dillon, who had not pre- 
viously exerted himself, putin for the Battery at 
the highest eee of which he was capable, and all 
but left Smith out of sight. He came in at 4:51, 
having done the distance, which is calculated to be 
over eight miles, in 1:15. The erowd which had 
waited on the shore and the spectators from the 
steamer followed him into the labyrinth of saloons 
in the vicinity of the Battery, and the vanquished 
Smith was left two miles cuton the Bay, to come 
in by himself. The referee of the race was Pilot 
Frank Bell, and Police Officer Richard Granley was

O1L FIRE iN YONKERS.

A BPURT OF NAPHTHA INTO A FURNACE 
CAUSES DISASTER. 

At about 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning a 
fire occurred at the Yonkers Gas-works, foot of 
Ashburton-avenue, Yonkers. Considerable dam- 
age was done to the property, and two workmen 
were injured, The gas-works are situated within 
a few feet of the tracks of the New-York Central 
and Sudzon River Railroad, and coal and oil for 
them are run up ona side track, Yesterday morn- 
ing an oil-tank car containing 5,000 gallons of 
naphtha was taken to the works to be emptied 


into the storage reservoir. This reservoir stands 
on the west side of the tracks, but the pump is in 
the main building on the east side. 
Charles Wood and Richard Delaney were 
to do the work of transferring the naphtha. 
They took off the vent on the top of the car and 
placed a piece of carpet over the hole to keep the 
sparks of passing locomotives out of it. Connee- 
tion having been made with it the pump was 
started in motion. From some cause it did not 
work satisfactorily so Charles Wood unscrewed a 
nut in the mala oi! pipe. Assoon as he took this 
off a stream of oil spurted over the heads of the 
two men, and dropped exactly into the fire under 
the boilers of the works. All about the two men 
was immediately enveloped in flames, and their 
clothing and faces and hands, already saturated 
with the oil, took fire. They got out of the place 
as soon as they cou!d and gave an alarm. Assist- 
ance was rapidly furnished by other men at the 
works and by the firemen, who came upa few 
minutes later. Superintendent Slade threw Wood 
down in the sand and rolled him over and 
over until the fire on his clothing was put out. 
Delaney's face, arms, and hands were very 
much burned. He was conveyed to his home near 
by. Cha les Wood was more seriou-ly burned, 
and his injuries extended to all partsof his body. 
He was conveyed to st. John’s Riverside Hospital 
for treatment. The fire began to get rapid head- 
way by the time the men were rescued, and the 
flames attacked the frame buildings belonging to 
the company. The north end of the building in 
which the fire originated was entirely burned out, 
and the large coal shed near by was destroyed. 
Mr. James Slade, the Superintendent of the works, 
lives near at hand. and his residence cauzht fire, 
but only the kitchen, in the rear, was damaged 
Mr-Slade found the nut that Wood had taken off 
the oil-pipe, and he succeeded in screwing it on 
again, thus stopping the flow of naphtha from the 
car. Then Depot Master Reynolds got a gang of 
men to roil the car down the tracks to the freight- 
house. Had the flames got at the 5,000 gallons of 
oil in the car there would have been a tremendous 
explosion. Richard Johnson, a lineman connected 


the fire, nad his hands burned very badly. The

Mk. PHILIPPO’S GOODS. 
ee ae 
THEY CAUSE A MORE STRINGENT ENFORCE- 
MENT OF AN OLD LAW. 

Collector Robertson investigated the seizure 
of eight trunks and two packsges belonging to 
Jose Philippo, yesterday, and decided that inas- 
muenh as the goods contained in the said trunks 
and packages were destined for the Mexican mar- 
ket, and there was no evidence of intent on Mr. 


Philippo’s part to defraud this Government, the 
{urther reteniion of the goods by the Customs offi- 
cers was not warranted. He required, however, 
that before reclaiming his property Mr. Philippo 
should have a post entry made of the same as 
merchandise on the manifest of the steam-ship 
Alaska, by which vessel the trunks and packages 
were brought to this port. The value of the goods 
is about $20,000. ' Mr. Philippo and his friends made 
such representations to the Customs officers as 
satisfied them that his intentions were fair and 
honorable. The fact was established that when 
the Alaska entered this port Mr. Philippo made a 
declaration to the Custom-house Inspectors that 
his iuggage consisted of merchandise in transit to 
Mexico. As this merchandise was not entered 
upon the: manifest of the steam-ship, as it should 
have been, the officers were in duty bound to re 
tain it until an investigation could be made. 
This retention of the goods, it is said, was not 
considered by the officers concerned ssa seizure. 
An act of Congress provides that whenever any 
person passes through the United States from one 
foreign country to another foreign country his 
baggage shall be retainea by the Customs officer 
at the port of ertry, for examination, and if 
found to be of merely a perswunal character it 
is permitted to pass, but if any part of the 
said baggage consists of salable merchandise 
the owner is required to give a bond stipulating 
that the merchandise wiilnot be sold in this coun- 
try, and the said bond can only be canceied upon 
receipt by the United States Customs officer of a 
certifieate of the landing of the goods from the 
United States Consul at the foreign port to which 
they were shipped. Surveyor Benedict stated yes- 
terday that this law had of late years been en- 
forced by the Customs officers of New-York in 
such a Way a8 to impose upon foreign travelecs the 
least possible annoyance. The terms of the Jaw 
and the lenient enforeement of it, however, the 
Surveyor said, had been abused from time to 
time, and salable merchandise had been carried 
through the country as ordinary baggage. In or- 
der to guard against such violations of the law in 
the future the Surveyor has issued an order re- 
quiring that in all eases the baggage of foreigners 
who may land at this port en route to another for 
eign country shall be detained until the Collector 
or the Surveyor decide whether or not a bond 
shall be given. 

In Mr. Philippo’s case, it being shown that his 
trunks and packages contain silks, laces, gloves, and 
fancy erties destined for the Mexican market, he 
will be required to put them in bond here until he 
gots ready to reship them out of the country. The 
Cuptain of the Alaska was unwilling ype pecs to 
make the post entry upon his manifest, desired by 
Mr. Philippo, for fear that by so doing he would 
subject nis vessel to a fine by the Government 
officers. Collector Robertson stated that the post 
eutry could be authorized by the joint consent of 
the Collector, Surveyor, and Naval Officer, and he 
presumed that such authorization would be made 
to-day.

WAR WITIl A FERRY COMPANY. 


THE DOCK COMMISSIONERS VERY ANGRY IN 
REGARD TO CERTAIN PROCEEDINGS, 

At the meeting of the Dock Commissioners 
yesterday Mr. Voorhis presented a preamble and 
resolution, the former setting forth the fact that 
the East River Ferry Company, having been given 
permission to make certain alterations and im- 
provements in the ferry-houses at James-slip, pro- 
vided the company filed with the Commissioners a 
written agreement to build according to their di- 


rection, had not filed any such paper, but had gone 
on building according to their own sweet will. 
The resolution was to the effect that the, Cor- 
poration Counsel should be asked to get out an 
injunction restraining the ferry company 
from proceeding with the work. Commissioner 
Laimbeer offered as a substitute a resolution that 
the Engineer in-Chief should be directed to take a 
force of med and tear down the improper con- 
structions. Commissioner Stark appeared to think 
that he could be quite happy with either resola- 
tion, were the other carefully laid on the table. 
Commissioner Voorhis, with a benign smile uvon 
his countenance and a sweet law-and-order tone 
in his voice, explained that the tearing down pro- 
cess had been tried on the Union Ferry Company 
when it was refractory, in regard to pile-driving 
in the neighborhood of Wall-street. The ferry 
company had refused to be squelched, and ‘had 
obtained an impudent, but effective, injunction 
restraining the Dock Department from demollsh- 
ing its property. The Commissioners had there- 
upon resorted to stratagem, and had worked the 
injunction business with startling effect. The 
ferry company had been checked, and victory had 
perched upon the main truck of the Dock De- 
partment. Therefore Mr. Voorbis had advised 
cunning and legality. Mr. Laimbeer said he did 
not believe in that kind of business. He wanted 
the authority of the department maintained at all 
bazards—a remark which made Engineer Greene 
look uncemfortable. Mr. Laimbeer said that Mr. 
Stark would find him very radical. ‘] would a 
go down there,” said he, “and brush them all off 
like a lot of flies.”

RESULT OF THE FIRST DAY’S TRIAL OF THE 
OSTERBERG PLAN.
